‘and twice sentenced to prison for em- 
bezzling more than $500,000 from the 
Peoria public schools, arrived in Chicago 
at midnight a free man He had spent 
one hour and five minutes of his last 
sentence behind the walls of Joliet peni- 
tentiary. At the end of that time he was 
notified his pardon had been signed by 
Gov. Dunne, and he scurried for an inter- 
urban car for Chicago, |

intendent,.”

Leaves Jail in Auto. 

Sheriff Lucas I. Butts, accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Lichweiss, took Dough- 
erty from the Peorig jail at noon and en- 
tered an automobile. At 8:40 o'clock in 
the evening the three men stepped from 
an Alton train at Joliet. They were met 
by Sheriff George M. Scholl of Will coun- 
ty, who @rove them to the penitentiary tn 
They reached the prison at 9 
0’ clock and were greeted by Warden Al- 
len, who ushered them into his office. 

The warden tried to reach Gov. Dunne 
over the long distance telephone to notify 
him of Dougherty’s arrival, but it was 
an hour and five minutes before he 
reached the governor, At 9:30 o’ , 
Sheriff Butts and his deputy were dri 
back to the depot. ns

ECHO OF LAST YEAR 


Disagreement over the legislative pol- 
icy to be pursued’ in widening the scope 
of suffrage in Illinois has resulted in an- 
other schism in the ranks of Chicago euf- 
fragists. Springfield will be the battle- 
ground. Members of both factions have 
gone there to lobby for their favorite 
measure. 

The opposing leaders are Mre. Grace 
Wilbur Trout, president of the Illinois 
BDqual Suffrage association, and Mrs. 
Catharine Waugh McCulloch, who is 
backed by about forty of the leading suf- 
fragists in the state. A warm conflict is

Break a Surprise. 

This array of supporters of the suffrage 
amendment comes as a surprise in view of 
Mrs. Trowt’s declaration on Friday that 
only one woman wae actively pushing the 
proposition in the legislature. . 

Mre, Trout with her forces also will be 
on hard to do some lobbying. The state 
orgamizetion ts fighting for an amend- 
ment to the clause in the constitutéon 
which prohibits the passage of more than 
one amendment in a year. It ts also wag~- 
ing a campaign im favor of a constitu- 
tional cosivention. Mrs. McCulloch’s fol- 
lowere assert that while they are working 
for the suffrage amendment they also are 
working for the other two propositions. 


Would Strike Out “Males.” 
The suffrage bill which gave the women 


the right to vote enables them to aid in 
selecting persons to statutory offices only. 
No office established by the constitution 
can be voted on. The proposed euffrage 
amendment strikes out the word “ males” 
in the constitution and gives the women 
equal rights with the male voters.

JUDGE LINDSEY 
FIGHTS HIS FOES 


Demands Arrest of Persons 
Trying to “Get Him”; One 
Is Now In Jail, 


Denver, Colo., March 13.—* ‘ The beast’ 
has been stirred from its lair” was the 
declaration of Ben B. Lindsey tonight as 
he prepared to push his fight against the 
interests seeking to oust him as head of 
the Juvenile court here through legisla- 
tion which would abolish the court. 

With the “ anti-Lindsey ” bills now the 
storm center, it appeared tonight that 
grand jury investigations and continued 
inquiry by the legislature might develop 
a legislative scanda! of startling propor- 
tions, 

Demands Arrests; Gets Result. 

Certain members of the legisiative in- 
vestigating committee are now confront- 
ed with a mass of contradictory state- 
ments and admissions of perjury. Judge 
Lindsey demanded the arrest of three 
men, one a state official, and one woman. 

The demands of Judge Lindsey hardly 
became public before Representative W. 
W. Howland, one of the men accused, 
was arrested and in default of §2,000 bail 
was remanded to the county jail. 

It is known that Representative How- 
land was handed a package of money 
on the floor of the lower house of the 
legislature by a messenger boy, but who 
sent the money remains a mystery. 


Judge Charges Conspiracy. 

“ The time is ripe to expose the whole 
conspiracy which has existed 
me,” Judge Lindsey said tonight. “ I am 
going to show how corporations, through 
tools In public service, have fought me for 


years 

“Col. Roosevelt will be summoned as 
one of my witnesses, as I was in Oyster 
Bay at the time the act charged to me in 
the false affidavit is seid to have taken 
place.” 

Representative Howland, in his latest 
sworn explanation of the money he re- 
cefved, eaild it came from Dr. Mary BD.

LONDON, March 13.—The ad- 
miralty tonight admitted that seven 
merchant vessels, heretofore not an- 
nounced, had been tonpedoed by Cer- 
man submarines in the last seventy-two 

hours. 
Two of these, it is stated, were sunk, 
‘and of two others it is said that “the 


damaged, but not sunk. ; 
These losses are in addition to the de- 
struction of the British auxiliary 
cruiser Bayano, which was sent to the 
bottom with a loss of nearly 200 lives, 
amd the French freighter, Auguste Con- 
sell, which was wrecked by a torpedo in 
the English channel, according to an 
announcement by the French atinistry 
of marine. 

Thue there have been at i¢ast nine 
vessels belonging to the allied nntions 
atruck by the German éabmarine mid- 


er Hanna—fell victim to the warfare. 
One report esys the Hanna was sunk 
by a floating mine near Scarborough, 
but survivors of the vessel, arriving at 
Hull, say it was torpedoed. ~ 

These survivors assert that their ves- 
sel was attacked despite the fact it car- 
ried the Swedish flag, and its nationality 
was painted on the side of the ship.

‘TELLS OF PREVIOUS LOSSES. 

The admiralty tonight issued a report

Seventy small mine sweepers are con- 
tinuing their efforts to clear the mine 


fields and are under a continuous rain of 
iron from the Turkish shore batteries. 
Some of the sweepers have been dam- 
aged. 

According to the latest dispatches from 
the Dardanelles, the allied fleet has not 
penetrated the straits as far as previous- 
ly had been reported. 

Unofficial diepatches had the fleet many 
miles up the straits, but today’s official 
communication from.the ministry of ma- 
rinse shows the reports to be untrue. ~ «

were acquitted of having conspired to ef- 
fect Thaw’s escape from Matteawan on 
Sunday, Aug. 17, 1913. 

The verdict was given to Justice Alfred

utes. 


Thaw tmmediately was remanded to the 
Tombs until Monday, when Justice Page 
will hear argument on the motion made 
by Thaw’s counsel to have him returned 
to New Hampshire, from which state he 
was extradited by order of the United 
States Supreme court to stand trial here. 


Co-Defendants Flee Court. 

The four co-defendants, ex-Assembly- 
man Richard Butler, popularly known as 
* Big Dick"; Richard Thompson, called 
“Educated Roger’ by his friends; 
Thomas Flood, and Eugene Duffy, were 
discharged promptly. They left the Crim- 
inal Courts building post-haste. 

“I am greatly pleased, of course,” re- 
marked Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, the 
white haired mother of Stanley White's 
slayer, who has attended the trial every 
day since it began on Monday. Mrs. 
Thaw smiled happily as she made the 
comment, 


Plan to Fight New York. 

Speaking for Thaw's lawyers, John @. 
Stanchfield, his chief of counsel, said 
there was no statement to give out at this 
time. At the Tombs Thaw sent down 
word that by advice of counsel he would 
see no reporters and make no statement 
This seems to indicate that-a strict silence 
will be observed until the fight for Thaw’s 
liberty begins on Monday. .. 
|} It is known, however, that Thaw’s lawe 
yers hold that the only purpose for which 
the United States Supreme court ordered 
Thaw returned from New Hampshire was 
for trial on the conspiracy indictment 

Being acquitted, they contend that new 
York state cannot hold him for the pur- 
pose of being returned to Matteawan, 
and if such an adverse ruling ghould be 
‘made they declare the United States Su- 
preme court will ‘ree Thaw on habeas 
corpus. 

Papers to meet such a situation are al- 
ready prepared if Justice Page rules that 
Thaw shall not return to New Hampshire. 


- Expected a Hung Jury. 

The jury reported its finding forty-five 
minutes after it had entered the court- 
room to have that part of Thaw’s testi- 
mony read to it bearing upon what Thaw 
thought when he left the asylum and jurt 
twenty minutes after it had filed back into 
the jury room.

After the first 
ballot, which was said to have stood five 
for conviction and five for acquittal, with 
two jurors not voting, the twelve men 
are reported to have split evenly, with 
seemingly no possibility of compromise on 
either side.

Former Prime Minister, Who 
Alded Progress of His Nation, 
Victim of a Week's Illness, 


LONDON, March 18.—Count Sergius 


'Julovich Witte, Russia’s first prime min- 


ister, died of influenza last night, says a 
Petrograd dispatch. 
Count Witte, who was born June 2, 


1849, at Tiflla, was one‘of the Russian 


plentpotentiaries at Portsmouth, N. H., 
in the negotiations for peace with Japan 


in 1905. 


He afterward was made a count and 
appointed president of the new ministry, 
but retired in 1906 and held no important 
post after that time. 

Count Witte was taken sick a week ago. 


LEADING MAN OF RUSSIA. 
Count Witte was regarded as one of the 
most. remarkable men his country had 
ae but his reputation was ev 
gréater abroad than at home.- Regardie 
of his work as a statesMan, his chief 
fdmie in Russia rests:apon his develop- 
ment of manufacturing industries, the 
expansion of railroads, and the placing of 
the monetary system upon a gold basis, 
Although always a firm supporter of 
the monarchy, he recognized the power of 
the people and had democratic tendencies. 
On his father’s side his family was of 
common origin, but. his mother was a de- 
scendant of the Ruriks, the old rulers of 


| Russia before the election of the Roma- 


noff dynasty. | 

After his graduation from the Univer- 
sity of Odessa, Witte entered the railroad 
service in the shipping department. He 
mastered the question of tariff rates and 
his advancement was rapid. 


Extended Rail Systems. 

In the meantime he had married a sis- 
ter-of Gen. Fadieff. He first attracted at- 
tention at the capital during the Russo- 
Turkish war by the administrative capac- 
ity he displayed in the movement of army 
supplies. He caused the wide extension 
of Russia's railroad system which took 
the Siberian road to the Pacific. 

Under the plea of regulating the liquor 
traffic Count Witte had the state take 
over the vodka business of the empire, 
thus vastly increasing the government 
revenue. His crowning achievement was 


regarded, however, as the establishment 


of the gold standard. As minister of 
finance in 1893 he reached the height of 
his power. 

His policy in regard to Manchuria, 
which he desired to develop only froma 
commercial and not from a political view- 
point, resulted in powerful intrigues | 
against him, which. resulted in his re- 


moval in 1003 as minister of finance. 


When Theodore Roosevelt prevailed 
upon the emperor to consider terme of 
peace the tide turned, and practically the 
entire nation united in demanding the 
selection of Witte as plenipotentiary. At 
the Portsmouth conference he succeeded 
in gaining terms under which Russia was 
not obliged to pay a cash indemnity to 
Japan. This was considered a remark- 
able achievement, and Witte again be- 
came a hero in hisowncountry. Theem- 
peror rewarded him for his services by 
appointing him a count. is

for a sharein the government. When the 
imperial manifesto was issued which 
granted some of the demands Wiite be- 
came premier in Russia's first real cabinet 
on Oct. 31,1905. His appointment as presi- 
dent of the council of ministers was an- 
nounced a week later. 

Because of the opposition of the power- 
ful interests opposed to democratic re- 
forms he experienced considerable diffi- 
oulty in forming a cabinet. At the second 
session of his cabinet on Nov. 11 a project 
was considered for placing the council of 
empire on an elective basis. 


Many Enemies Are Found. 

This was a difficult period in the in- 
ternal history of Russia. There were 
serious labor troubles in all parts of the 
empire. Serious threats on the part of 
the Potes to proclaim a revolution led 
Count Witte to advise the emperor to 
declare martial law in Poland. 

The number of enemies of the premier 
steadily increased and the demand for 
his removal gained strength. Dissatisfied 
with his treatment et the hands of the 
emperor and feeling that it was beyond 
his power to restore tranquillity, Count 
Witte offered his resignation as premier 
on Dec. 7, 1905, but it was not accepted 
and he was ordered to retain his office 
until he was relieved. 

Official announcement that his resigna- 
tion had been accepted was made, how- 
ever, on May 3, 1906, and his retirement 
from public life became complete. 


COURT VICTORY FOR M’CANN 
IN POLICE RENSION FIGHT. 


Ousting of Inspector Subject to Re- 
view, Holds Judge McGoorty— 
Records Ordered. 


Edward McCann, former police inspec- 
tor, discharged from the department in 
1911 when convicted of accepting bribes, 
won a victory yesterday which practical- 
ly means the reopening of his case. 

In the Circult court Judge McGoorty 
handed down an opinion as a result of 
which the city and the city civil service 
commissioners will be required, through 
the isguance of a writ of certiorari, to de- 
liver all records in the McCann case to 
the court. 

Judge McGoorty heW that the civil sery- 
ice commissioners acted without legal evi- 
dence and not upon the essentia! require- 
ments of law. Thus its decision, he point- 
ed out, is subject to review of the court. 

As McCann recited in-his petition, he 
was not ousted by the commissioners until 
after a full pardon had been granted to 
him by the then Gov. Deneen in May, 1910. 

The court held that had the petitioner 
been removed from office before the par- 
don was issued McCann would had had 
no recourse. 

The former inspector wants a police 
pension, which he had earned through 
twenty years of service in the depart- 
ment, but which was lost to him when he 
was dismissed.

from us; to fight for and secure for our- 
selves and others the poss bil'ty of free 
development and absolute independence 
of the assumed British world domination; 
the freedom of national and state exist- 
ence. In this spirit we ai lare one; all 


of Antwerp, defended by a largely su- 
perior force, but he had overwhelming 
artillery on his side. Everything de- 
pended upon the taking of Antwerp 
quickly, in order to protect both flank 
and rear of the army that had entered 
France against undertakings of the Bel- 
gian army supported by English troops. 
This object was attained in most brilliant 
manner. Antwerp generally was as- 
sumed to be the strongest fortrass in the 
world, and it deserved its name. 

By the English the city was considered 
the secure position from which they ex- 
pected to hold their sway over Belgium. 
The fall of Antwerp was almost equal toa 
defeat of England. The reinforcements 
sent there by England therefore had a 
background largely political; but they 
were unable to prevent the loss of the 
city. The Germans attacked and threw 


with such quickness and daring that’the 
Russians never were able to undertake 
suitable counter measures. Some detach- 
ments of German troops marched up to 
sixty-five kilometers ina day and yet were 
able and fresh to attack. This attack 
struck the Russians with annihilating 
force. Only separate parts of the army 
were enabled to withdraw. Not one part 
succeeded in breaking through. Thou- 
sands fell victims to the German projec- 
tiles. Thousands were forced into the 
lakes and morasses in that neighborhood, 
and whosoever did not perish there was 
captured, as were two commanding gen- 
erals, while the commander in chief re- 
mained dead on the battlefield. 

It was a defeat which in the history of 
warfare stands almost isolated. an anni- 
hilation in the fullest sense of the word.

Charge Not Proved, 


Cincinnati, oO. March 183.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals today 
reversed the lower court in the case of 
the government against John H. Patter- 
son, president, and twenty-etz other of- 
ficials or former officials of the National 
Cash Register company of Dayton O. 
and remanded it back tothe District court 
for « new trial. 

Mr. Patterson and his associates were 
found guilty of violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law and were sentenced to 
erve prison terms and fined. |

miing that the first count, of thea indict- 
ment, which charged the defendants with 
being guilty of conspiracy to festrain 
trade, hed not been proved by ihe evi- 


dence, and that the second and were .

Holds Conspiracy Not Proved. 


Tt is held that conspiracy had to be! 


proved as existing within three year of 
the time the indictment was drawn and 
that the government failed to offer con- 
vineing evidence to sustain these charges. 

The decision holds that the second 
count ts defective because of its uncer- 
tainty, and that the third count is de 
fective because it is insufficient and does 
not charge an offense againat the United 
States. Both of these courts charged 
that the defendants had tried to monop- 
oligse the cash register business in the 
United States. 

“Actually doing business, no matter 
how large, ls not monopoly,” the court 
stated. ‘“‘ The competitors who were at- 
tacked should have called upom the courts 
to protect them while they were being at- 
tacked.” 

The court held that District Judge Hol- 
lister, the trial judge, had erred in not 
sustaining the demurrers to the two last 
counts when they were raised by the at- 
torneys for the defense. 


History of the Case. 

The indictment was reported to United 
States District Judge Hoilister on Feb. 22 
1912. The trial was begun on Nov. 19, 
1912, and continued for almost three 
months, the verdict of guilty being re- 
turned by the jury on Feb. 13, 1913. Sen- 
tences were passed by Judge Hollisteron 
Feb. 17. 

Notice of appeal to the United States 
Cireult Couprt of Appeals was immedi- 
ately given by the attorneys for the con- 
vieted men. As soon as possible there- 
after the record of the case, the most 


_ voluminous ever filed in the local courts, 


was placed in the hands of the upper 
courts. Arguments were submitted on 
Oct. 6, 7, and 8, 1914, to Justice William 
Doy of the Ur‘ted States Supreme court, 
and District Judges Sanford of Tennessee, 
and Cochran of Kentucky.

@rafting a bill.designed to plug the loop- 
holes in the federallaw. The measure is 
io be introduced in the senate in about 
wa days by Senator John J. Boehm, pres- 
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ident of the Chicago Retadl Druggiste’ - 
sociation, and in the house by Represen- 
tative Louis J. Pierson of Wilmette. 


Enormous Demands. 

Mr. Dodds asserted there is nothing in 
the federal law governing the sale of 
many drugs which are habit forming, and 
that he had received information of an 
enormous increase in the demand for 
these drugs. All are highly exhilarating, 
he said, and although they are not as 
powerful as the drugs more generally 
used, more liberal doses will satisfy the 
cravings of their victims. 

An idea of the effect of the law on drug 
users who hold jobs ahd cannot afford 
to\absent themselves from them to be 
cured of the habit is contained in one of 
numerous letters received by Dr. W. A. 
Evans. ' 


“ Being one of the poor, distressed, and 
wretched dope fiends, I am reading every 
article with the greatest interest,” says 
the writer. “I pray that you may be 
able to help one who is longing to dis- 
continue the dreadful habit. I am much 
in earnest, and prayed for a cure long 
before the Harrison ‘federal drug law 
went into effect. But can’t some method 


be advised by which a person can cure 
himself?"

Roads Contend Before Com- 
mission That Meat Houses 
Force Privileges,

The western railroads handled the pow- 
erful packing combinations of Chicago, 
Omaha, Kansas City, and Fort Worth 
without gloves in the hearings yesterday 
before Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Daniels in their efforts to estab- 
lish reasonableness of the proposed ad- 
vances of 3% cents per hundred pounds on 
fresh meats and packing house products. 
F. A. Leland of St. Louis, chairman of tho 
southwestern tariff committee, was called 
to explain the working relations between 
railroads and packers and to justify the 
increases in what were termed “ the mosi 
unfair rates the railways have to accept.’ 

“Can you explain why fresh meats, 
packing house products, and tankage 
have always been too low?” asked C. S. 
Turg of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
fur the railroads. | 


Says Packers Would Club. | 
“It is because the powerful packers 
have swung the club over heads of rail- 
Toad men,”’ replied the witness. “The 
packers have always maintained the most 
efficient traffic bureaus amd traded one 
raUroaed over against the other until they 
were able to get preferred service at the 
lowest rates. The packers already have 
demanded and received the highest clase 
of service at the lowest possible rates, 
until many carriers have been driven out 
of the field entirely, leaving the business 
te roads that were willing to make the 
sacrifices. 7 
Packers Demand Privileges. 
“ The packers have been demanding for 
years that the carriers give them certain 
privileges, under penalty of having all 


- their business in packing house goods 


taken away. Or they agree to give all 
their traffic, or a certain percentage of it, 
to the railroad that wil] meet the de- 
mands. The result has been to keep rates 
far below the remunerative point. Some 
road has always met the demand, under 
temptation of getting the right of way on 
such a tremendous tonnage. 

“In the last four years carriers have 
lost at least $4,000,000 because of not 
being able to charge rates allowed as rea- 
sonable by the commission, because of 
keenness of competition between carriers 
themselves and bargain hunting pack- 
ers."’

State Auditor Authorizes Stock Sub- 
scription for Bank of Commerce 
and Savings. 


Michigan boulevard is to have another 
bank. Permission was given yesterday 
by State Auditor Brady to E. B. Mower, 
William B. Gregory, and W. F’. Van Bus- 
kirk to take stock gubscriptions for the 
Bank of Commerce and Savings of Chi- 
cago.

UMON OF ALL COLLEGES. 


Chicago is to become the medical cen- 
ter of the world. 

From the lowly position of “ plague spot 
of the world,”’ ase!gned to it fronmia medi- 
eal standpvint by Dr. Simon Flexner only 
a few years ago, Chicago has ascended to 
the point of seizing from London, Paris, 
Beriin, and Vienna their laurels as world 
magnets for students of medicine and sur- 
gery. 

Beginning May 1, all of Chicago's medi- 
eal, surgical, and allied resources are to 
be formed into the most comprehensive 
graduate school of medicineand san‘tary 
science ever known, it is said. Already 
200 representative medical men of the 
city have subscribed definitely their wil- 
lingness to share in the movement. 

Under State Control. 

The project has been incorporated un- 
der the title of the Graduate School of 
Medicine of Chicago, and eventually is to 


' be under the control of the large univer- 


sities of the state ,having medical de- 
partments. 

Cocperation of President Peter Rein- 
berg of the county board in making it 
possible to utilize the enormous clinics 
afforded by the county hospital and other 
county Institutions is regarded by physi- 
cians as being principally responsible for 
the movement, which how is regarded as 
an assured success. 

The organization committee of doctors 
appointed by President Reinberg, which 
yesterday made public the plans as far 
ae they have progressed, is composed of 
Drs. BE. Wyliys Andrews, John B. Mur- 
phy, John R. Pennington, Daniel P. Teter, 
Willfam A. Evans, and Franklin H. Mar- 
tin. 

The school is chartered under the laws 


) of the state of Iiinois “ not for pecuniary 


gain.” It will be conducted and operated 
solely in the interests of humanity. 

At least 8,000 well to do seekers after 
advanced medical and surgical knowedge 
are expected to comé here annually from 
other states and countries. 


Divert Flow to Europe. 

Instead of the flow toward Europe, as 
it Was last year when the great medica! 
congress was held in London, the tide is 
expected to turn this way during the 
years in which European centers will be 
recovering from the paralysis of war. 

Explanatory paragraphs from the for- 
mal announcement made by the organiza- 
tion committee fviiow: 

* The organization committee, to which 
was given the task of uniting the various 
units of force that have remained dor- 
mant or havé remained uncoirdinated, 
recognized three great divisions in the 
graduate possibilities of Chicago: 

“1. The Cook County hospital, with its 
clinical and laboratory facilities. 

2. The great body of clinicians and 
laboratory teachers not attached to teach- 
fing organizations and those attached to 
teaching organizations (graduate and 
undergraduate) now in existence. 

“8. The facilities for the teaching of 
public health in the laboratories of the 
stock yards, the laboratories of the eani- 
tary district, and the city health depart- 
ment.””

‘WE'LL HAVE TO QUIT’ 


Ald. John K Jellander announced yester- 
day that he would recommend a radical 
reduction In taxi rates to the judiciary 
committee tomorrow. He is chairman of 
& subcommittee of three which has been 
studying the subject for two years. 

Ald. Kjellander said he would propose 
a tate of 40 cenis for the first half mile 
and 10 cents for each succeeding quanter 
mile for one or two passengers, the charge 
for additional passengers being 20 cents 
each, 

The present rate differs in that the 
charge for one passenger is 50 cents for 
the first half mile. All public motors will 
be required to have taximeters, but hour 
rate vehicles will not be interfered with.

Ald. Kjellander gave out the following 
as a comparison of the rates for two pas- 
sengers in various cities: .

We are becoming 
a nation of tippers and tippees. 

“And the income tax, egregious as it 
is, has not proved adequate for purposes 
of revenue; and so, heaven help us, we 
have the war tax!

It was doubtless believed that the great 
boon to be conferred by the Income taxe 
on all those below the ‘class’ horizon 
created by it would more than compe- 
sate for whatever it shoukd cost.

Dr. Stapler Tells of Death 
of Girl in New York 


Years Ago. 


Dr. Andre L. Stapler, north side physi- 
cian, charged with causing the death of 
Louise Heinrich in New York in 1910 by 
an illegal operation, last night gave Tux 
TRIBUNE the first interview he has grant- 
ed since his arrest on Friday on a fugi- 
tive warrant. 

Dr. Stapler sai@é the Heinrich woman 
wes dead when he first saw her, and that 
in so far as his memory served him she 
.@ted of heart disease, according to the 
coroner's verdict. Later, when shown @ 
telegraphed statement from Dr. Philip 
O’Hanion, the coroner’s physician, who 
performed an autopsy on the body, that 
the woman’s death was due to acute gaz 
tritis, Dr. Stapler said that doubtless Dr. 
O’Hanlom was right and@ that gastritis 
and not heart disease was the verdict. 

He was jubilant over the testimony of 
Dr. O’ Hanlon, which he believes will clear 
him of ail suspicion after he arrives in 
New York, where he has been indicted’ for 
manslaughter by the grand jury. 

Coroner’s Office Under Fire. 

Mystery attaching to employment in the 
case of George Freer, law examiner in the 
office of the New York commissioner of 
accounts, was cleared when it wasiearned 
that the commissioner of accounts has 
the function, dating from the days of the 
noterious Tweed, to pursue investigationg 
inte methods of public administration. 
The Heinrich case is the first crimina) 
charge resulting from the investigation 
of the New York coroner’s office which 
was begun early last year under direction 
of Mayor Mitchel. 

A recent report made to Mayor Mitchel 
by Commissioner Wallstein stated that 
money had been paid to one or more of 
the officials of the coroner’s office. 

“ In August, 1910, I wae assistant to Dr. 
‘Samuel Short, who had an office at One 
Hundred and Fourth street and Madison 
avenue in New York,” Dr. Stapler said. 
“There was a Dr. W. C. Buffum who 
lived, as I remember it, on One Hundred 
and BPleventh street, who deserted his 
wife and ren away with another woman. 
Dr. Short, who was a fellow lodge member 
of Buffurn’s, was doing some of his work. 

“One afternoon Mrs. Buffum rang up 
the office and wanted somebody over there 
in a hurry. I went over and found this 
woman who is referred to, Mre. Louige 
Heinrich, dead. That was my first sight 
of her. 

“TI called up Dr. Short. He came over, 
saw that the woman was dead, ané noti- 
fied the coroner. The body was taken to 
an undertaking establiahmemt, where the 
coroner performed an autopsy. The ver- 
dict, as I remember it, wes that she died 
|} of heart disease. 

Absent Man Blamed. 

“I never saw the coroner, and was not 
at the inquest, for there was no neces- 
sity of my being there. Now it seems 
that the emsiest person to blame things 
on is the man out of town. 

“ Freer, who caused my arrest, asked 
me if I would go to New York without 
' extradition, and I sald I would. I packed 
up to go this morning. 

“Apparently there is jealousy between 
the branches of government im New York, 
for Freer received a telegram from the 
New York district attorney that he would 
gend one of his own men to accompany 
me to New York. I expect to start tomor-

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QUTCLASS U.S, 
IN WAR POWER 


Even Little European Countries 
Surpass Us in Fighting 
Strength. 
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BY OSCAR KING DAVIS. 

When the average American citizen 
pauses long enough in the busy routine 
of his regular occupation or his amuse-. 
ment, as the case may be, to give even a 
passing thought to the problem of what 
his country would encounter if, unfortu- 
nately, it should be forced into war, it is 
most likely that one of the great military 
powers of the world comes into hia mind 
as the possible antagonist of the United 
States. 

We have been so accustomed, as a peo- 
ple, and for so many years, to thinking of 
our own military status with the supreme. 
self-satisfaction of almost total ignor- 
ance, that the suggestion of “war” 
brings forward at once the name of one 
of the nations capable of really making 
war, such as Germany, or Japan, or Rus- 
sia, or Great Britain. 

It is true that in the last two or three 
gears of extreme disturbance in Mexico 
there has been no little talk in the United 
States about the possibility of war with 
that country. But most if notall of it has 
been of a condescending or contemptuous 
air, as if it were giving a title of dignity 
to what would in reality be merely a po- 
Mcing exercise, 

“Licking Creation” a Big Job. | 

It is not worth while to spend time or 
space here to adduce evidence regarding 
American self-compiacency over our mil- 
itary prowess. We have been admitting 
to ourselves and all the worid for so many 
years that we could undoubtedly “ lick 
creation’ if it should become necessary 
that we are all fairly familiar with that 
estimate of our ability which we have 
put upon ourgelves. 

It is only since the marvelous doings of 
Japan in her war with Russia ten years 
ago, and especially since the outbreak of 
the present war in Europe, that there 
seems to have grown up among a great 
many Americans a suspicion that “ lick- 


as we had been accustomed to think it. 
Some, even among our most flamboyant 
patriotea, are considerably less cocksure 
than they were only a short time ago. 
This doubt began to show itself when 
we saw the Japanese inflict defeat upon 
the Russians, who, up to then, had been 
regarded generally as well nigh invinc- 
ible. It has grown very materially as we 
have watched the extraordinary perform- 
ances of the troops of three or four na- 
tions upon the battlefields of Europe, 


Time to Take Stock. 

There are plenty of good, substantial 
American citizens now who are ready to 
admit that maybe we had better take 
stock of ourselves and see if we can’t do 
something to strengthen our lines a bit 
against possible emergencies. i 

Well, what emergencies might arise 
which it would give us trouble to meet? 
What nations are there which take rank 
as world powers commensurate or near 
it with our own, and which are as wellor 
better prepared to meet the emergency 
of war with us as we are? To put it still 
differently, what degree of military power 
are wé liable to have to me if events 
should shape themselves + unfortu- 
nately for us as to compel the United 
States to go to war? 

With @ue consideration of what we are, 
in point of military resources and prepara- 
tion, rather than of what we ought to be, 
it may be said that in the western hem- 
isphere there is probably not one nation 
that we should not handle with con- 
epicuous ease. We so overmaster them 
all im resources that our margin for folly 
and mismanagement is so liberal that 
even with a repetition of the disgraceful 
performances of the war with Spain we 
should yet muddle through to ultimate 
triumph. eee 
In Asia Stands Japan. 


this easy security ends. In Asia there 
stands young Japan, one of the very few 
truly military nations on the globe, with 
a population hardly more than half ours, 
but with a pride of race, a devotion to 


country, a patriotism, courage, and skill 


exceeded by none and eqi sled by very few 
of the peoples of the world. And the 
Japanese, being @ military people, which 
we are not, dexote time, energy, thought, 
and labor to the task of military prepara- 
tion with marvelous skill and unlimited 
patience.

Italy. But what is there in anything we 
are or have done, in the field of warlike 
operations, that entities us now to ex- 
clude from this list Norway, Sweden, 
Holland, Denmark, and even others. 


Could We Equal Belgium? 
What would haye happened last Au- 
gust, for instance, if we had been in Bel- 
gium’s place? Is there any sober-tminded 
ren in the United States et ali familiar 
with our military situation’ who fancies 
that we should have been able to stop the 
Germans in their frst rush upon Liege? 
Does any American believe that we could 
have checked the onrush of the kaiser’s 
men at any subsequent stage of their dash 
through Belgium? 

Why after all these months of des- 
perate fighting, and after ali her terrible 
losses, Belgium today has a larger army 
of trained men in the fieid than we can 
muster if we have to go to war.

The entire mobile army of the United 
States within our territorial limits is 
iardly as great a force as that injected 
mmto the European struggle by King Nich- 
elas of Montenegro.

‘len emergency. Just now it is very large- 
ly concentrated along the Mexican bor- 
der, where it has been watching and wait- 
‘ng for the better part of three years. 

But most of the time, with true Ameri- 

ean sangfroid, we keep it scattered 
around the country in small posts, usual- 
-y less than a regiment being stationed at 
any one place, so that if there camea call 
‘or qu'ck ccncentration it would be a 
matter of hustle and strain for several 
days to get together the bette: part of the 
small force we have. 


“Ain’t No Such Thing.” 

Americans are accustomed to speak of 
the “ mobilization ’ of our army, but, in 
the language of the granger at the side- 
“By hek, they ain't no such 
thing.” ‘ 

In practically all the European coun- 
sries and in Japan there are large num- 
vers of fully trained reserves, men who 


colors and received thorough treining and 
experience in the business of soldiering. 
The reserves of the United States num- 
jer exactiy sixteen men. Mobilization be- 
sins with the gathering of these reserves 
‘o the colors again. It is acccmplished 
n all the European and the Japanese ar- 
mes with the utmost celerity. Speed of 
mobilization is in the highest degree es- 
sential. 
There is no such p ss in the United 
States simply because we have no re- 
serves to bring to the colors. When we 
zet into war we must feck recruits, néw 
‘nen, raw and untrained, and we-must 
yegin at the bottom to form them into 
military organizations and give them 
such military training as time and cir- 
cumstances will permit. The process is 
20thing akin to mobilization.

United States Has ‘“Makings” Only. 
They have the trained men, the organ- 
ization,’ the machinery. We have the 
men, untrained and fhexperienced, no or- 
ganization, small supplies of equipment— 
in some lines none at all, and vast quan- 
tities of crude material. They have 
armies made and ready for service. We 
have the makings of an army provided 
we can get time to put the materials 
through the necessary course of prepara- 


tion, and have first reached the deter- | 


mination that we shall do so. 

There is one vital point in which all the 
European systems and that of the Jap- 
anese differ vastly from our own. It is 
that the sole object in view is to secure 
a training in peace that shall give effi- 
ciency to the army in time of war. Theo- 
retically that is also the American ob- 
The difference is that the foreign 
armies all put their theory into practice. 
Everything else is subordinated to the 


actual preparation for war, both in the/ 


tactical training of the troops and the 
work of the different departments and 
services. | 


Too Many Side Issues. 

The American army carries an over- 
head charge of detached service, fatigue 
duties, paper work, and such things that 
would break down any foreign establish- 
ment. Most of these duties, which are 
60 common in our army, are utterly un- 
known to foreign services. The foreign 
theory is that if-a company has three 
officers and ninety men in its organiza- 
tion it shall have that number for dally 
duty. 

In the United States army the number 
of officers and men allowed to a company 
by law has mighty little to do with the 
number actually present for duty. Both 
officers and men are employed for all 
kinds and conditions of service that take 


for the actual business of fighting in war. | 
In most foreign armies such services 

as are performed by these detached or 

detailed men and officers in our army are 


the organizations of fighting troops. _ 


Resources Are Utilized. 

All this is simply a more detailed way 
of saying that in these foreign coun- 
tries their military resources are utilized 
and turned into military powér. The Ni- 
agara river furnished no electric power 
until somebody dug a tunnel and dropped 
the water onto turbines. No doubt much 
more electricity could be developed out 
of the Niagara river than is produced 
now. 

Just so with our military resources. 
We have made a smal! start in turning 
our raw materials into power. If we 
made up our minds to get right down 
to business on this line, as we do 
in the development of electric power, 
there is no doubt that we could improve 
and increase our military power enor- 
mously. But that is a very different thing 
from saying that because we have the 
raw materiale now we also have the‘ 
power. 

The power actually developed under our 


present war in Europe is so tremendous 
that it makes all the more difficult any 
attempt to estimate it and to compare it 
with what the United States could do if 
forced to the effort. 


Actual War Opens Eyes. | 

We have all known all along of the 
steadiness and regularity with which 
Germany, France, Russia, Austria and 
the rest of them have been grinding out 
trained soldiers. Occasionally we have 
interested or amused ourselves with sta- 
tistics of population and figures on the 
number of young men coming to military 
age every year. We knew in a general 


way that Germany had about four mf} 
lions of trained men, that Russie had

But it took the concrete application of 
these figures in actual war to make us 
realize haw incomprehensibly vast they 
were. When a war develops two lines of 
battle, each more than 260 miles long, it 
gets beyond focus and ere are ready to 
admit that we cannot visualize it. 

Suppose we had a battle going on over 
a line extendjng from Chicago to Indian- 
apolis, or from Boston to New York, or 
from Philadelphia to Richmond. That is 
about what is going on in two parts of 
Europe. 

Where would we be with our entire reg- 
ular army and the entire national guard 
thrown in with such a struggle es that 
on our hands? 

Nation’s Total Pitifully Small. 

Otr army in the United States is per- 
haps 35,000 men. Bring home all the 
men now on duty in the Philippines, 
Panama, and elsewhere, and put them 
in with the others. Make it up, perhaps, 
to 75,000 men. Then take the whole 
119,000 of-the national guard. 

Concede, for the sake of argument, that 
they are all trained men, thoroughly 
equipped, as good as any soldiers on 
earth. There would be less than 200,000 
of them all. When the British had about 
that nurmber of men on the line in France 
in the vicinity of Ypres, they held only 
& small section of the line, a few miles 
in length, about a glassfulfin the bucket, 
but hardly more. - 

They have been studying this problem 
of comparison of our forces with those 
of several different Duropean and other 
foreign nations at the Army War college 
in Washington. It being the business of 
the general staff, along with other things, 
to make plans for possible war with 
other countries, organization nat- 
urally has made some investigation as to 
the degree of military power we might 
have to encounter. 

Six Countries Studied. 

The study covers six European coun- 
tries—Germany, France, Austria, Italy, 
Russia, and Great Britain—one Asiatic 
country—Japan—and two American na~- 
tions, the United States and Mexico. 
Although it was a most serious study, 
designed and carried out in all earnest- 
ness and sobriety, there is, nevertheless, 
something that tickles the risibilities of 
any one with a sense of humor in the 
result. pie 

If it were not that the subject is one 
of such gravity and extreme importance 
to the people of the United States the 
showing made by the American army in 
the tables produced by the army general 
staff would amount to a positive joke. 
For Mexico is the only nation in the list 
with which we compare on at all equal 
terms. é 

Take, for instance, the table showing 
the higher organization of the forces ex- 
isting in time of peace in these nine na- 
tions. Wars are not fought by regiments 
and small forces any more. It takes a 
brigade to do a bit of scouting work and 
a division to make a reconnoissance now- 


adays. 

What the Figures Show. 
Army corps and armies are the units 
on the fighting line. Oyama’s force at 
Mukden was composed of four or five 
separate armies, each in turn made up 
of three or four divisions. But there 
is no such organization in the United 
States army. Theoretically we have three 
divisions. Actually we have none. But 
the table shows it all most graphically.

The figures for England given in this 
table do not show the real strength 
of the British army. There are, in addi- 
tion to those shown, fourteen divisions, 
forty-two infantry brigades, fourteen 
field artillery brigades, and fourteen 
mounted brigades of territorial troops in 
the British isles. 


Just a Glimpse of Congitions. 

The figures in this table merely give a 
giimpse of what the nations of Burope 
4 Japan maintain as their regular ar- 
miés on a peace footing. What they can 
and do raise in time of war the struggle 
now going or has shown. 

They seem to be reaching for soldiers, 
as some one said the south did in the 
civil war, ‘‘ from the cradle to the grave.”’ 
They go on piling up armies by hundreds 
end hundreds of thousands of men. The 
4,000,000 trained men Germany had ready 
for field service have already been aug- 
mented to 6,000,000, if we can trust such 
information as is permitted to trickle 
through the hands of the zealous cen- 
fors 

Great Britain's regulars were all in 
the fleld within a few weeks of the out- 
break of hostilities, and for six months 
the Englieh have been working on a plan 
that aims to put a new army of 800,000 
men into the fleld in May and an addi- 
tional million later in the summer. Frarice 
is bringing a million new men forward and 


from Russia the numbertess hordes con- 
tinue to pour on to the battlefields. 


Voluntary in Great Britain. 

‘Of all these European nations England 
alone maintains a military system that 
offers any reasonable basis for compari- 
son with ours. In all the others military 
service is compulsory, and in theory at 


least every able-bodied young man is 


liable to render certain service with the 
colors. But in Great Britain, as in the 
United States, military service is volun- 
tary. ‘ 

England goes far beyond what has ever 
been attempted in this country. She en- 
lists her volunteers for a term of twelve 
years, a considerable part of which they 
spend in the reserve. Thus she has a cer- 
tain number of reserves who may be 
called up to the colors on the outbreak of 
war and who are used to fill up the skele- 
ton organizations of peace to fighting 
strength. ‘ 

This system has sufficed to furnish 
England with practically all the men she 
has needed in what wars she has had to 
fight for a good many years. It took 
some extra recruiting and the offer of 
special inducements for volunteers to get 
the men required for the war with the 
Boers fifteen years ago, but tn the main 
her system has served well enough. 


England’s Penalty for Napping. 

The present war, however, went be- 
yond possibilities of euch a system in 
its first moments, and England has been 
struggling with very much the kind of 
problem that will face this country when- 
ever it gets into any war. She has been 
calling for volunteers and gathering them 
together in great camps for training and 
instruction, laboring with might and 
main to teach them enough of the busi- 
ness of soldiering so that they can be 
gent safely to the field in time to be of 
real service in the campaign of the com- 
ing summer. 

Now, no matter what the nation with 
which the United States should be so un- 
fortunate ag to go to war, our necessities 
would be almost exactly like those of the 
British in their present struggle. Hven

Navy, Tos, Needs More Strength. 
Yet the present war has shown that 
even in the navy we are far from having 


ae powerful or efficient equipment as 
several of the nations now contending 
in Europe. 

The secretary of the navy and some of 
the admirals have professed their proud 
and stanch belief that ship for ship we 
are abreast of all the world. Yet even 
as they were expressing this conviction 
came the news of naval conflicts that 


Gemonstrated our decided inferiority. | 


What was the story of the secondattempt 
of the Germans to bring off a naval raid 
on the Pnglish coast? 

The dispatches told of the fate of the 
“tluckless"’ Bluecher, the big armored 
cruiser that was pounded to the bottom 
of the sea by the gunfire of the British 


vessels. Why was it so “ luckless’’?” 


It was the biggest and the newest of the 
German atu. ored cruisers, only five years 
old, larger, newer, faster, and more pow- 
erful than any ship of similar type in the 
United States navy. 

American Ships Slow. 

Take special note of the fact that she 
was faster <han any American armored 
cruiser. For it was lack of speed that 
brought her to her doom. She was built 
for a speed of twenty-three knotsan hour, 
and she waa shot to death by a ship that 
developed a speed of nearly thirty-two 
knots. 

I dhall not load thie article down with a 
lot of tables of statistics. Those for both 
army and ravy are easily obtainable, 
Read down the columns of the United 
States navy in the naval year book, but 
recently published by the navy depart- 
ment. You will find that the fastest bat. 
tlesiip under the Stars and Stripes is 
credited with a speed of only 21.56 knots 
an hour. |

The German list is well sprinkled with 
vessels rated at twenty-seven and twenty- 
eight knots an hour and carrying guns 
throwing two or three times the weight 
of metal at a broadside tha: the American 
ships can throw. Yet these are the things 
that count. 

The Germans destroyed the British off 
the Chilean coast and themselves escaped 
unscathed because they had the larger 
guns aod could fight beyond the range of 
the guns of their enemies. The British 
destroyed the same Germans off the Falk- 
land islands when they had been rein- 


greater gun power than the Germans. 
Every naval engagement of the war 
tells ths same story, The allied fleets are 
pounding their way through the long 
dreaded Dardanelles, lying out of range, 
or almost go, and hammering the forts to 
fragments with their great guns.

Japan Climbing: Up. — 

For many years we have excelled the 
Japanese in sea power. Unless there is a 
vast and prompt improvement in our 
building program that superiority will 
pass to Japan before very many years. 
And that is a fact worthy of the most 
serious consideration the people of the 
United States are capable of giving to 
any subject. 

These are the cold: blooded facts, set 
down without favor of extenuation. On 
land we are ridiculously outclassed by 
Japan and practically! every nation in 
Europe. On the sea we maintain a dis- 
tinct inferiority to England and an un- 
certain and haphazard equality with 
Germany, France, and Japan. 

The first line of our national defense is 
on the sea. If war with any of these 
powers should come to the United States 
and we should lose command of the sea 
the remainder of the struggle could have 
for us only defeat and humiliation of the 
most profound degree. 

What are we going to do about it? 


GERMANS FIRE 26,000,000 .

Navy Britain’s Strength. 

There is no telling, to be sure, what the 
Germans might have been able to do to 
England if they could have let loose the 
full flood of their military power and 
their incredible military ingenuity upon 
the British alone. Whether or not they 
would have been able to devise some 
means of getting across the channels in

certainty. 

As it is the British navy has been suf. | 
ficient to keep the Germans at home, ex- 
cept for some unimportant raids and the 
activities of their submarines. No in- 
vasion in force can ever be caried on 
with submarines as the only naval con- 
voy. But if ever the Germans could land 
on English soil in any such numbers as 
they have sent into France through 
Belgium there is no power in England, or 
capable of development under the English 
system, that could stop them. 

It’s a Lesson for United States. 

England’s experience in this war should 
drive home a lesson to this country that 
it can never forget or lose sight of. There 
is no chance for Germany or any other 
of the European nations here considered 
ever to strike a telling blow at the United 
States until it has crossed the seas. 

The legions of Germany, with all their 
science, their training, their 100 per cent 
efficiency, their Moltkes ang their Hin- 
denburgs, are powerless to do damage to 
the United States on German soil. Japan, 
with he> many divisions of trained sol- 
diers, eagerly devoted to death in the 
service of their emperor, has no menace 
for us as long as she is kept on the other 
side of the Pacific ocean. 

And fortunately for the United States 
it is our navy that is by far the best pre- 
pared arm of our national defense today. 
Students of our military policy—or lack 
of it—agree that the reason for this fact 
is ‘chiefly that the navy exists solely 
under the national pdwer of congress and 
is unhampered by the divided confro!

Mr. Garry Herrmann and the other anxious entre 
preneurs of our vicarious nationa! pastime are bade 
to be of good cheer. Symptoms are at hand that 
lamentation for its waning prestige is premature. 

We read in tne newspapers of Von Kiuck and 
Joffre crouching in the trenches and of the allied 
fleets battering Islam’s citadels. Belgium obliterat- 
ed, Poland’s opened veins, and Von Hindenburg at 
tea are available for those interested. But making 
its way insidiously and irresistibly to the top of the 
pink sheets is the glad tidings that Cheney is Round- 
ing into Shape. | 

Turn to the press, its teeming sheets survey, big 
with the wonders of each passing day, and discern 
therein the trend of the multitude’s inclination. 
Still in evidence are the depredations of the German 
submarines and Mr. Wilson's admonitory forefinger 
wagging crossly at the Mexicans. Births, deaths, 
and weddings, forgeries, fires and wrecks, harangues 
and hailstones, brawls and broken necks, yet find 
perusal. But the populace, having perused, seeks a 
sure relief in the burgeoning caption, Collins Clouts 
a Homer. 

Joe Tinker shoulders Kitchener aside as a minor 
captain, and Buck Weaver's ailing tonsils share with 
wounded warriors the community’s sympathetic emo- 
tions. As the nimble athletes flit from league to 
league, treating contracts as mere scraps of paper, 


‘tottering cabinets and changing maps recede in the 


public eye. The Russian Bear may hammer the 
Prussian legions, but what of it if the Cubs Ham- 
mer Big Six? 

Here is nepenthe for the thrifty magnates. One 
prodigious swat by Victor Saier and he will be be- 
yond the tribute of an iron cross. The sporting ex- 
perts say that the national recreation is coming back. 
Henceforth the retreat of armies will be as smal 
talk if contrasted to the desolating information sur 
mounted by the tragic headline, Heine Banished in 
the Third. , , 


THEY LOVE FLOWERS. 

From a number of excellent articles descriptive 
of the personality, appearance, and habits of the 
war lords, Kitchener, Joffre, Von Hindenburg, 
Nicholas, etc., etc., it is possible to construct a com- 
posite picture of the war genius, revealing char- 
acter. 

There is, as we might expect, a touch of tragic 
sadness in the composite. The eyes have a far- 
away look such as frequently makes pensive the 
countenance of an agriculturist sitting, at twilight, 
on a rail fence whittling, but the same eyes have 
flashes of fire and determination such as might 
light up the face of the county champion horseshoe 
tosser when he sees that he must ring thé stake 
twice or lose the game. 

The composite reveals a love of geraniums and 
kittens, of the quiet hearth and a kettle simmer- 
ing on the hob, of carpet slippers and a game of 


parchesi. To show that there is a hint of Anak 


in the military genius, as there ought to be, the 
composite must reveal a measurable disposition 
towards grog, hot, with two lumps of sugar and a 
slice of pineapple. . 

The eyebrows must be beetling, but the eyes 
kindly, with the twinkle which betrays @ whimsi- 
cal good nature and the disposition to crack a joke 
no matter how bard the shell. Time, cares, and 
experience blunt pencils have drawn furrows 
in the forehead and about the mouth, but they are 
not the less crevasses in which amiability hides 
than creases In which resolve has its place. 

Above all, the composite is silent. From the 
time when Xerxes wept to see his hordes, military 
genius has been silent; from Nebuchadnezzar all 
fours in the grass to Kubla Khan under his stately 
pleasure dome in Xanadu, from Hannibal in the 
Alps to Napoleon at Waterloo. 

aritttary genius stands like Napoleon, dark, 
brooding, with folded arms and chest supported 
chin, inactive and silent against the fiery tapestry 
of.the charging hordes. It represents thought 
against a background of titanic activity. Oyama 
goes fishing, . Joffre waters the geraniums, and 
Kitchener has in a pot of half and half from the 
nearest tap room. 

This is the composite of the war genius as we 
get it from the excellent portraits by distinguished 
writers who have observed and interviewed the 
generals on the battle fronts, 

We have not had a glimpse at Enver Bey yet, 
but we'll risk the prediction that when his picture 
is added to the gallery it will be found that he fs 
kindly, silent, and loves flowers. 


PLANNING NEIGHBORHOOD 
: CENTERS. 

City and town planning is a recognized art. Gov- 
eruments have taken cognizance of it; national con- 
ferences have been held to advance it; periodicals are 
published to push it. Why not also neighborhood 
center planning? A city is not a circle or square 
with one center; it may have severa) or many “ cen- 
ters.” These centers grow up naturally in obedience 
to movements of population, local needs, real estate 
enterprise, individual visions and calculations. Chi- 
cago has several neighborhood centers. but none was

planned. New sections of the city are growing fast 
without proper provision for park and playground 
space, for public and private halls, for channels of 
neighborhood expression. Is there not an art of 
neighborhood center planning? ; 

A competition arranged in conjunction with the 
public properties exhibition in the City club Is an 
attempt—the first of the kind—to furnish an answer 
to this question. The competition is not of the 
dreamland or wonderland variety. Some of the 
competitors have studied local hints and local pos- 
sibilities. Others have drawn'on significant experi- 
ence elsewhere. The aim is to inspire and guide 
alike purely private and communal effort. Any 
neighborhobd needs a church, a branch library, a 
dance. hall, a theater, a playground, a school, a 
chain of stores, a club. Why not anticipate such 
needs and build according to a plan combining econ- 
omy and beauty, utility and art? Why not foster 
the social and esthetic life of a neighborhood instead 
of trusting to mere chance and sporadic activity? 
Why should not neighbors, officials, and artists come 
together and plan a neighborhood center somewhat 
ahead of crying need and certain profit? 

These things can be done and should be done. 
The object of the competition and prizes is to stimu- 
late enterprise along the lines indicated. 


| RUSSIA AND A SEPARATE PEACE. 

A writer on European politics in the New Repub- 
lic has forestalled the Anglo-French and Russian 
naval squadrons and unfurled the Russian imperial 
ensign over Constantinople. 

His reasoning is simple and plausible. It may 
be prophetic. Russia for centuries hag passionately 
desired this prize of the near east. Today she has 
but to say, “I will make peace,” and England, in the 
past the chief obstacle to Russia’s advance, now in 
the throes of a fight for life, will yield without an 
instant’s hesitation. As between Russia on the Dar- 
danelles and Germany on the channel there can be 
no choice for England, much less France. Therefore, 
if Russia will insist—and she is certain to insist— 
Constantinople is hers. 

This reasoning is further strengthened, it may be 
conceded, by the theory that England's opposition to 
‘Russian ambition in the near east has been greatly 
modified by the understanding in Persia and else- 
where, developed by the Anglo-French entente, if not 
by the present military alliance. England probably 
fears Russian encroachment upon India far less than 
formerly, and, while her statesmanship is too far- 
sighted and realistic to ignore the possibility of 
future clashes, she is in a mood to be cautiously opti- 
mistic concerning her relations with Russia. 

That she would prefer to reserve the question of 
the Dardanelles for the general adjustment of spoils 
at the close of the war may be assumed. Will Rus- 
sia permit this postponement or will she use the ulti- 
mate threat of a separate peace to bludgeon her allies 
into instant acquiescence? 

The writer in the New Republic does not hesi- 
tate to decide this question and ends his article 
roundly with the assertion that “the sailing orders 
of the fleet before the Dardanelles may come from 
Paris and from London, but Paris and London here- 
after get their marching orders from Petrograd.”* 
This is the dogmatism of the arm chair. The 
ee is by no means so clear as this theory 
assumes, 

What chiefly has led the New Republic ob 
server into a dubious certainty is his failure to 
take into account the relation of Russian domestic 
politics to the situation. This is very like Hamlet 
without the Prince of Denmark. A stultifying 
peace with Germany could be accomplished only 
by the overthrow of Sazonoff and the liberals by 
the reactionary pro-Germans whose ablest leader 
was Count Witte. Taking advantage of sharp Rus- |

old when the news reached France of the death 
of the first Napoleon in St. Helena, she still 
retains in an altogether phenomenal degree her 
mental and physical vigor. 

During thé winter the salons of her mansion in 
the Rue de Varenne are open every night to her 
friends and acquaintances, recruited not only from 
royalist but also from imperialist society, while 
the remainder of the year is divided between her 
chateaux of Havrincourt, in Normandy, and her 
other qountry seat of Neauphle-le-Vieux, in the 
department of the Seine-et-Oise. 

Her husband, who died about twenty-two years 
ago, was one of the principal chamberlains of Na- 
poleon III, while her father was the ninth Duke 
of Mortemart, head of the house of Rochechouart. 
She is, therefore, the grandaunt of the present 
Duke of Mortemart, a man of 60, and who is him- 
self a grandfather.

The family to which the old marquise belongs 
by birth, and of which the Duke of Mortemart is 
the head, goes straight back in the male line to 
the year 1018 and has in its direct ancestry the 
celebrated beauty, Athenals, Marquise de Mon- 
tespan, who played so great a role in the life of 
Louls XIV. Mme. de Montespan was, as may be 


the first of the Dukes of Mortemart of the present 


for his brilliancy and for his wit, being also the 
particular patron of the poet Racine. 3 

Wit, indeed, is so hereditary in the duke’s fam- 
ily that in the fifteenth century a proverb already 
existed comparing “lIesprit des Rochechouarts 
aux feux des escarboucies.” 

The present Duke of Mortemart, who is the 
president of that most exclusive of all the fash- 
jonable clubs of Paris—namely: the Cercle 
Agricole, nicknamed the “ Pomme-de-terre” and 
composed almost entirely of members of the old 
territorial] aristocracy of France—numbers among 
his many distinctions that of grandee of Spain 
of the first class. His eldest son bears the title of 
Prince de Tonnay-Charente, a title which was 
granted in the twelfth century, along with the 
domain of Tonnay-Charénte, to the Mortemarts for 
the use of the eldest son of the head of the houso. 
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Few old families there are whose record Is more 
closely interwoven with national history on both 
sides of the Atlantic than the Setons, their chief 
representative in this country being Mgr. Robert 
Seton, archbishop of Heliopolis, who, after spend- 
ing a number of years at Rome, has now returned 
to his native land, at the age of 75, to spend the 
remainder of his days at Emmitsburg, in Mary- 
land. :

| in fact initiated, but it failed, at least for the time 
being. Russian liberals believe that a success 
through the present alliance will materially 
strengthen them, whereas a peace with Germany 
would bring about a reaction. With England at 
Constantinople obviously the position of the lib- 
erals will be strengthened and unless their hands 
are forced by further and more decisive Russian 
disasters they are not likely to throw themselves 
into the arms of Germany at such a cost for the 
satisfaction of holding Constantinople exclusively. 

There is also the difficulty presented by the agree- 
ment among the allies not to make a separate peace. 
Is it fair to assume that this is not a real difficulty? 
Because we have talked excitedly about “scraps of 
paper” and the breach of treaties, we must rot con- 
clude that there is no sanction behind international 
agreements, no merely moral restraints upon bad 
faith. On the contrary, in the absence of the pres- 
sure of real necessity, the present Russian govern- 
ment would feel, we believe, considerable hesitancy 
in breaking afl agreement so recent and so palpably 
fair. It is almost as nafve to suppose that interna- 
tional relations are devoid of moral restraints as 
it is to doubt that in the long run a nation’s vital 
egotistic interests do not shape her actions. The 
point of honor is by no méans negligible to a man 
like Sazonoff and his associates, unless we have 
seriously misread their characters as expressed in 
their acts and utterances. 

But even if good faith toward her allies were out 
of consideration, has Russia nothing more substan- 
tial to weigh against desertion? If she were to make 
peace it would be a sharp severance of her profitable 
relations with France, who has been het banker for 
years, and of her ‘promising new relations with Eng- 
land. She would gain the military support of Ger- 
many and Austria, but she might have to deal 
again with England’s aggressive ally, Japan, in the 
far east. 

She would have to abandon the role of protector 
of the Balkan Slavs unless Germany could induce 
Austria to make more concessions than would be 
palatable to the Magyars, and she would find Rov- 
mania disaffected, by no means a negligible mill- 
tary consideration, and Italy and Greece fully con- 
scious that the former’s situation on the Adriatic 
and the latter’s in Macedonia had been seriously 
modified by the new alignment. 

Constantinople eventually may come to Roasia. 
Or it may be given to her soon because of condi- 
tions not now discernible or even existent. But 
the probability still seems to be, as Tus Trisune 
pointed out at the opening of the attack upon the 
Dardanelles, that Constantinople will be neutralized.

Catholic prelate of 
American birth who has 
ever graduated from

The archbishop is the 
last of the Setons of 
Parbroath, in Scotland. 
His ancestor came to 
America a couple of hundred years ago and mar- 
fied a Miss Curzon of Baltimore. One of the 
family—namely: the wife of William Seton—after 
the death of her husband devoted herself to the 
foundation in Frederick county, Maryland, of the 
first house of Sisters of Charity in the United 
States. She ig now in process of canonization at 
Rome. She was the grandmother of Archbishop 
Seton and of his elder brother, the late Col. Wil- 
fam Seton, who distinguished himself in the civil! 
war, especially in the battle of Antietam, where he 
was badly wounded.

HI6 is th pneumonia season. Sev- 

enty per cent of the deaths from 

preumonia occur in the winter and 

spring months, and March holds 

first place among them. Cases of 
pneumonia are not registered; therefore 
we have no way of knowing whether the 
number of cases of pneumonia is greater 
in March than in any other month except 
by assuming that the disease is of equal 
severity throughout the year. ‘Therefore, 
the fact that the number of deathe is 
greatest in, March indicates that the num- 
ber of cases is greatest in March. 

From a certain standpoint, pneumonia 
is the most important of all diseases. 
When a city has 6,000 deaths a year from . 
pneumonia, approximately the number in 
Chicago, it ie safe to assume that the 
number of cases of the disease is around 
20,000, This means that one out of every 
eighty people get the disease during the 
year. 

A disease that affecte one out of every 


eighty of the ulation and kills one out 
of every five that it affects is one of grave 
importance.

Pneumonia is very closely akin to the 
contagious diseases. The coccus of pneu- 
monia has many points of similarity to 
the bacteria of the diseases which are 
quarantined and closely supervised. In

There are two principal varieties of 
pneumonia. One starts with a violent 
onset, followed quickly by high fever and 
the rapid development of violent illness. 
If the sick person survives so long, at the 
end of a week either there is a rapid sub- 
sidence of the symptoms, and recovery is 
entered on, or death ensues. This is the 
pneumonia of grown people. A common 
name is lobar pneumonia. It is due to the 
pneumococcus. 

The other variety starts more gradu- 
ally. It runs a slower and lese violent 
course. Instead of terminating by crisis 
at the end of a week, it commonly runs on

six weeks or two months. It is called 
broncho-pneumonia. It may be due to 
the pneumococcus or to other cocci. It 
is the pneumonia of babies and very old 
people

This article deals with lobar pneumonia. 
Lobar pneumonia is due to the pneumo- 
coccus. This coceus cannot live long in 
the open air. Sunlight or drying kills it 
within a short time. Its normal living 
place is in the throat. 

The rule is that it produces no disturb- 
ance in the tonsils and gums when it is 
carried. In spitting, sneezing, and cough- 
ing, the cocci are thrown into the air with 
the moist spray. When this spray is 
breathed by a person just ripe for pneu- 
monia, that disease is engendered. 

The invading cocci are not carried di- 
rectly down the bronchial tubes to the 
lungs. They enter the blood stream, and 
there multiply as they circulate. The 
disease then is primarily an infection of 
the blood stream. Presently an inflam- 
mation of the lung is induced. 

ties 

The onset of the disease is character- 
ized by chill, fever, and general aching. 
The onset of the inflammation of the lung 
is characterized by a pain in the inflamed 
area, irritation in the bronchi, and by 
cough. If the inflammation involves the 
covering of the lung, the pleura, the pain 
may be sharp, If only the lung is in- 
volved, the pain is not great. ‘ 

The right. lung is involved about a time 
and a half as often as the left. In one 
case out of every twelve portions of both 
lungs are involved. 

The lungs are divided into lobes by deep 
fissures. The right lung is divided into 
three lobes and the left into two. Nine 
times out of ten the disease starts in the 
back portion of a lower lobe. It spreads 
from there and may involve a whole 
lobe, or even an entire lung, but the start- 
ing point is in the lower lobe. 

—~- 

A chill and fever, accompanied by a 
pain in the chest below the nipple and to- 
ward the back, is almost certain to mean 
pneumonia. 

Very soon after the onset of pneumonia 
the affected part of the lung begins to 
swell. As the bony ribs are firm, it can- 
not swell outwardly, therefore the swell- 
ing causes the air sacs to close. Out of 


‘the blood vessels and into the air sacs 


pours the exuding blood. This clots in 
the sacs, completely filling them. 

In consequence the affected part of the 
lung ia red and solid and is commonly 
spoken of as hepatized, meaning that it 
has the appearance of liver. 

As the swollen lung compresses the 
small bronchial tubes, there is cough. The 
sputum is stained with blood. The blood 
stain is not a bright red. The term used 
to describe it is prune juice. The term 
refers to color only, as the consistency 
of the sputum is thick and sticky, not at 
all like that of a juice. 


~~ 

Reference has already been made to the 
sudden onset of the disease. -Within a 
few hours the fever is high, and it is evi- 
dent that the patient is in for a hard time. 
Each day it is apparent that the patient 
is getting wOree. The pulse is faster, the 
breathing is rapid, the eyes are more hol- 
low, the mind is less clear, and the gen- 
eral air is that of declining strength. 

In this, this form of pneumonia differs 
from broncho-pneumonia, In the latter 
disease the patient gets better and worse; 
goes up and down; whereas in lobar pneu- 
monia the progress is steadily downward. 

Somewhere toward the seventh day of 
flinese, at a time when the patient seems 
at his worst, there comes a sudden 
change. The patient drops to sleep; the 
lines of anxiety fade from the face; the 
pulse becomes slower and stronger; the 
breathing is easier and a profuse sweat 
bathes the skin. |

Another sign which almost certainly 

means pneumonia is a crop of fever 

blisters appearing on one who has a cold 

with fever. The fever blisters may be 

around the orifice of the nose, though 
they are uevelly on the lips

There are other diseases which cause 
fever blistere. There are the stomach 
sores, which result from a badly balanced 
diet. But these are on the red of the lips. 
They are not accompanied by fever and 
get better as soon as a saline purge has 
acted. , 

More typical fever blisters result from 
malaria. These are as apt to come out- 


side the red of the Lipsjas on it. But 


malaria is especially a summer and fall 
disease and pneumonia one of winter and 
spring. 

When there are bad fever blisters and 
the symptoms point to a cold on the 
chest the infection is almost certain to be 
due to pneumococous, and the chances 
are strong that inflammation of the lung 
hae resulted or will result. 

= 

The treatment of pneumonia is not 
satisfying to the physicians. The death 
rate fron the disease in the best hospitals 
is just as high as in the poor ones or in 
the homes, The best doctors have no 
more success in treating pneumonia than 
have the poor ones. The doctors of the 
present day do not have any better suc- 
cess in treating pneumonia than did thowe 
of forty years ago. 

In a word, there is no medicinal treat- 
ment of pneumonia. Good nursing, good 
counsel, and good direction by medical 
men are worth while, but medicine out of 
a bottle is not. 

| > 

The patient should be in a well venti- 
lated room. The extra furnishings should 
be removed from the room and the win- 
dows shoukd be opened. Pneumonia pa- 
tients do much better in olean, cold, 
sunny, aify rooms 

The next necessity is that there’should 
be good nursing. The essential of good 
nursing is that the patient mrust be kept 
quiet and not be fuesed over unduly. The 
strength must be conserved, and this 
means that fixing the bed, bathing and 
changing the clothes can be overdone. 

On the medical side the chance of over- 
doing is great. The sputum is tough, the 
cough is hard, and the tendency to give 
cough medicines is almost irresistible. 

The rule is that cough medicines are 
hard on the stomach. Most.of them con- 
tain elther squille, ipecac, or tartar 
emetic, remedies used in certain cases to 
produce vomiting. Many of them con- 
tain carbonate of ammonia or some other 
strong alkali. 

The theory is that the tough mucus in 
the bronchial tubes must be made less 
sticky and that salts of ammonia will 
accomplish this. 

There is no evidence that any dose of 
ammonia which the patient can stand 
will loosen the phiegm. If dilkalis are 
ever of any service it is because they 
affect the cocci or their toxins. When 
we remember how hard on the stomach 
are cough medicines, there is no doubt 
but that, averaging the cases, they have 
done more harm than good in pneumo- 
nia. é 


~~ 

Another great tendency to overdo is in 
the use of stimulants. Some patients are 
plied with whisky almost from the very 
first day of the disease. By the time the 
fight for life is becoming terrific the cells 
of the body have been soaked for days in 
alcohol, or in those chemicals which re- 
sult when alcohol is being drunk. Some- 
times the overstimulation is in the use 
of other stimulants, such as digitalis and 
strychnine. 

Something may be gained by the use 
of some form of stimulation during the 
twenty-four hours just preceding the cri- 
sis and for a short while thereafter, but 
there is loss rather than gairf’ from the 
use of stimulants in the beginning of the 
disease. 


~- 
Another tendency to overdo is in the 
use of oxygen inhalations. The theory 
on which this method of treatment was 
begun was that In pneumonia the air sacs 
were so filled with coagulated blood that 
oxygen enough could not be absorbed. It 
was reasoned that as the air is only one- 
fifth oxygen, by using pure oxygen the 
air sacs would only need to breathe in 
one-fifth as much gas as when they were 
furnished air. 


We know that the theory is wrong In Its « 


every part. The lungs in pneumonia are 
not so filled but that the intact air sacs 
could easily abstract enough oxygen from 
the air. It is not the percentage of oxy- 
gen in a gas which determines the amount 
which will be absorbed from the lungs. 
Finally, air is the mixture of gases which 
is proper for the lungs. 3 

Inhalation of pure oxygen or air over- 
rich in oxygen is harmful and may be 
very harmful. It is public sentiment 
which forces the use of oxygen, I am 
sure.

Some day we shall have a specific. 
When that day comes a dose or a few 
doses and the disease will end by crisis 
as diphtheria now does. 

Until that day comes the patient is best 
off who takes least medicine. The lucky 
ones begin with a few doses to clean out 
the bowels, a few doses to take the edge 
from the agitation, uneasiness, restless- 
ness, and discomforte of the onset, and 
after that good, celd alr, good nursing, 
and very litth medicine constitute the 
proper policy. 


~~ 

Is there anything to be done to prevent 
pneumonia? Thereis. First of all, pneu- 
monia time is not a safe time to indulge 
in drink. The man who gets drunk at 
this season of the year takes his life in his 
hands. Osler tells us that it should be the 
invariable rule carefully to examine the 
lungs of every man suffering from delir- 
fum tremens. Nearly every person who 
dies from delirium tremens at this sea- 
gon of the year really dies from undis- 
covered pneumonia, 

Second in tmportance is to avoid close 
contact with people, especially in hot, 
close places. Out of doors the pneu- 
Mococcus speedily perishes. Indoors it 
meets with conditions to its liking. 

When to the ordinary dangers of tn- 
doors there is added the possibility of in- 
fection from close contact with a number 
of people, some of whom are certain to 
be pneumococcus carriers, a combination 
is established which makés necessary the 
warning to avold crowded, hot, ill venti- 
lated places in the pneumonia season. 

We can do something to avoid pneumo- 
nia by taking care of colds. A cold in 
which there is fever and general aching 
is not a negligible matter. It calls for 
free purgation and rest in bed. Negliect- 
ed it may develop pneumonia. Lastly, 
by keeping the nose, throat and teeth 
clean pneumonia can be prevented,

ISTORY repeats itself, but with large oscillations of dif- 
ference. A hundred years ago very nearly, Europe was 
an armed camp, as it is today. It had been in this state 


ning. Napoleon had bled Europe to the white. The peo- 
ple were “fed up.” as we Bay, With war, and afte ater- 
loo came fifteen years of exhaustion and peéce. But 
war, the army, and the professional soldier were still 
much in the foreground. Soldiering had been for so long 
the only profitable and honorable Occupation that arms 
still haunted the imaginations of men. 


Alfred De Vigny, the French poet, was one of, those 
children of the Napoleonic wars. Born in 1798, son of 
one of Napoleon's officers, he saw and heard nothing but 
war while at school, and, coming to manhood just after 
Waterloo, naturaily enlisted in the army and served for a dozen years; then, 
disappointed with the unexpected idleness of the army, he resigned and be- 
came wholly a man of letters. The years of his service in the army, which 
was filled with Napoleon’s old soldiers and officers, were fruitful to the poet. 
They made him think about this great fact of war, of the soldier's life, of 
his sustaining ideal, and the result of it all we find in his volume, “ Mili- 
tary Servitude and Greatness,” which is well worth reading just now. There 
ene gets hot only the echo of Napoleon and the tramplings of his armies, but 
the influence upon a sensitive and Noble minded man of the ideal of militar, 
giory with which the world had made itself drunk for a generation. It is 
gnstructive. What does it mean to the soldier, individually? What sustains 
him in his unnatural career? 

De Vigny sees clearly that,the essence of the soldier's much vaunted 


‘@iscipline, his obedience to the machine in which he has been enrolled, is a 


kind of moral slavery. As a striking example of the way this works he 
telis the story of a naval commander who has been ordered by sealed letter 
to put to death a prisoner on his Ship, for political reasons of utter triv- 
jality. The naval officer in the course of the long voyage before the sealed 
jetter is opened has come to love the young man as a son and aiso the young 
wife who accompanies him to his fate. Nevertheless, descipline prevails 
over all the best instincts of his nature, and he carries out the cruel order of 
the directory, then resigns his position in the navy. Again, in another story 
De Vieny relates how a faithful old officer in charge of a powder magazine be- 
eommes sO obSessed with the idea of failing in his duty that he goes to the 
magazine at night and in some unknown way accidentally sets fire to the pow- 
der and is blown up, together with the fortification. 

These, perhaps. are trifling instances of the Inhuman working of the ‘sol- 
dier’s ideal. A third is more poignant. An officer is ordered to take by sur- 
prise a position near Reims—they were fighting around Reims in 1814, but 
saved the cathedral—held by the Russians. He and his men crept up on 
the chateau in the night, killing the sentinels on the way, and burst into the 
room where the enemy lay sleeping. In the dark the officer killed with his 
own sword a young boy, who cried out “Father!” as he fell in the bloody 
mess. The officer took from his hand the light cane the boy held, and hence- 
forth carried this insteed of his sword as he marched at the head of his men. 

What makes the scldier put himself where he is forced to be a conscience- 
jess murderer? That is the root question that De Vigny asks himself con- 
gstantly, and he resolves it in the noblest way he can by saying that devotion, 
“abnegation,” is the spirit that animates the true soldier, that makes him sac- 
rifice his own life in Unknown conflicts, makes him violate his highest in- 
stincts, and closes his mind to his own reason. He is a martyr for his 
ceuntry. and thie dignifies his state of moral servitude, of abdication of will 
and judgment. The “honor of the soldier” is complete self-abnegation in 
behalf of the abstract entity of his state.

Does that reasoning appea) to the modern man, at least to the American? 
I think not! We are revolted by the terms of that manual of conduct which 
the German general staff has prepared for the use of its officers in the field, 
by the slavish obedience exacted of every common soldier by every officer of 
the army. De Vigny seemed to think that a “citizen army,” with civil rights, 
would obviate many of the barbarities of discipline of his day, but it does 
hot work that way. The conscript armies of Germany and France are as 
nearly “citizen armies” as can be conceived, and yet the characteristic qual- 
iy of their discipline is an absolute surrender of the individual will to the 
command of the officer and the regulations of the general staff. The “ citi- 
ren” who is forced to serve is turned into an animated, soulless, will-less ma- 
chine—a thing abhorrent to thinking man. ) 

Better the old bandit companies of the mercenary army than this horrible 
enslavement of will and conscience in our modern conscript armies! The 
virtue of obedience, the glor 
f we must have wars, if we must have efficient 
“machines,” it would be better for mankind if they were made up of hire- 
lings that solid themselves because of a liking for the job, like the “free com- 
panies” of older days. Then the true quality of the soldier's business would 
be apparent to every one, stripped of all its borrowed glamour and sophistica- 
tion. We should look upon the soldier as a conscienceless brute hired to com- 
mit murder and rape and robbery and arson, under the direction of his com- 
manders. There would be, incidentally, no more disputing about “ atrocities,” 
We shoulda expect “atrocities” and accept them as an inevitable accompani- 
ment of warfare. In the accounts of old wars, in the atories of the Napoleonic 
campaigns, there is not much chatter about “atrocities.” To be a soldiér is 
to be “ atrocious,” and everybody knew it when soldiering was a trade. 

De Vigny has given us illuminating glimpses of the great military despot 
at different stages of his career. He shows Napoleon as the vulgar bully, the 
theatrical poser, and also as the idol of his officers and men.. This quality of 
personal devotion which he could inspire—perhaps the most admirable thing in 
Napoléon’s character—is not the highest inspiration that the soldier can have, 
It is i@olatry, a persorra) abandonment, an enslavement to a passion instead 
of aserene abd noble abnegation of self, that the true patriot and soldier must 
tely upon. The devotion of Napoleon's officers to their chief was tainted by 
greed of advancement, and depended also on the ascendancy of his magic star. 
It was an inferior impulse that made good fighters, while their leader's ascend- 
ancy lasted, but did not create the finest heroism. :

In contrast with the selfish, egotistic nature of the great emperor, De 
Vigny relates the silent sacrifice and tireless devotion of Admiral Collingwood 
to the necessities of his country, England.. Collingwood was kept for over 
forty years on the seas, defending his country’s shores, and only at rare inter- 
vals in all that time allowed to return to his family, who grew up in ignorance 
ef their father. Again and again he pleaded with the authorities at home to 
permit him to retire, but was refused. “ England needs you,” and Collingwood 
died at sea, an old man. It is singular that in this volume on the soldier by a 


‘ Frenchman, whose father served the great general, and who had been born in 


the din of French glory, the type of soldierly honor selected by him for 
admiration should be that of the English admiral, Collingwood. 

Yet there is reason for it. France was sickened with the idea of a glory 
that comes from ruthless conquest, which was what Napoleon gave her. The 
children of the Napoleonic conquests could see that neither success nor devo- 
tion to a great leader is the highest inspiration for the soldier, that the one 
teal foundation for his soul must lie in his surrender to something larger than 
personal ambition or persona] admiration of another man, in something more 
enduring than loyalty to his profession—in the complete abnegation of self for 
the good of his country. That is the true source of the “ soldier's honor.” ‘And 
that the English admiral fully illustrated, as neither Napoleon nor any of his 
Lrilliant officers did. : 

I take it we should see the same reaction against discipline, order, mili- 
tary «¥stem, and ruthless devotion to success in case the Germans should suc- 
ceed in overrunning western Europe ir this war, that followed the Napoleonic 
period. The trouble with the military {deal is that it carries in it the seed of 
its own overthrow. It is inhuman. And whatever defies the humanity of man 


in the long run will fail. 
Meanwhile, do we want to exalt the soldier's trade, the soldier's ideals, the

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Labor Rows 
Peril Unity 
of Britain.

ONDON—The extraordinary na- 
tlonai unity of Great Britain is 
threatened by labor troubles in 
many parts of thecountry. Shrewd 
. observers have anticipated this 
ever since the debate In the house of com- 
mons over the enormous increase in the 
cost of living. 

Premier Asquith’s lucid exposition of 
the inevitable conditions, such as the 
shortage of wheat supply by reason of the 
closing of the Russian ports and other 
things, while convincing to. the sober 
middle class sentiment, produced no con- 
viction among the working people. Theit 
resentment and their tendency to demand 
higher wages are augmehted by the sight 
of vast fortunes which are being built in 
this, as in all wars, by the war material 
contractors. Even thé exposure of a small 
transaction, such as the war office con- 
tract with Montagu Meyer for the put- 
chase of timber, showing such a profit as 
£60,000 in one year, has helped Increase the 
popular feeling. 

For two days I have been in Liverpool 
trying to settle the etrike of thea coal 
heavers. I do not expect that labor trou- 
bles will be either frequent or lasting, ae 
publo opinion is fierce against anybody 
nterrupting the work of the country. This 
applies to employer as well as to work- 
man. Against the high tide of popular re-_ 
sentment no strike can fight. The labor 
leaders are he!ping to put down the strikes 
by earnest appeals in the name of pa- 
triotism. Here and there young rivals 
rebel against the old leaders, but the flerce 
tide of patriotism.-is running so strongly 
that it will put down all such movements. 


—~>- 

The almost delirious cheers which 
greeted Asquith’s pronouncement in the 
house of commons of the tightening in 
every way of the pressure upon Ger- 
many is but one of the many indications 
that these extreme measures are demand- 
ed and will be backed by united British 
Opinion. It is only too palpable that the 
bitterness of feeling against Germany and 
the determination to continue the war to 
the bitter and crushingly victorious end 
increases hourly. 

Englishmen do not proclaim their hate 
in hymns and curses, as do the more emo- 
tional Germans, but the hate is there all 
the same, burning flercer every day. 
These feelings are increased by a grow- 
ing sense that victory is at last beginning 
to reveal itself. Nobody yet seriously 
thinks that the war will be short, but the 
violence of the German actions on the 
battle line, Germany's mad defiance of 
the whole neutral world in her new sub- 
marine policy, and the known shortage 
of food increase the feeling that Germany 
is already conscious of defeat and is strik- 
ing wildly like a groggy pugilist. 


~~ 

One of the surprises of the attack on 
Constantinople was the presence of the 
Queen Elizabeth there. It is now known 
that this vessel possesses a strength of 
armament and guns overpowering any- 
thing afloat, as the German giant how- 
gers enjoyed an undoubted superiority 
over ail land artiliery at the beginning of 
the war. It is also known that this is 
one of the few secrets of naval construc- 
tion which England had kept secure from 
German sples. 

It is known, too, in official circles that 
German submarines lay for months out- 
side of English harbors in the confident 
hope that they woukl be able to put this 
mighty prize out of action. Its entrance 
into the fighting in the Dardanelles was so 
secret that nobody even knew it was 
launched until the dispatches revealed 
its presence before Constantinople. It is 
a@ remarkable example of the strength 
of the varied and even world-wide part 
the English navy is taking in this world- 
wide war. 

Added to the much growing spirit of 
British self-confidence and the hopes for 
a comparatively early close of the war, 
the recent official reports are interpreted 
as favorable to the allies. The Russians’ 
wonderful recovery and their resumption 
of an advance after the disastrous set- 
back at the hands of Von Hindenburg, 
the increasing instances in the dispatches 
of both Gen. Joffre and Gen. French of 
the successful capture of German 
Premier Asquith's fervent 
gpeech, all accentuate the particularly 
sanguine hopes which are felt at this

Another curious revelation is the grow- 
ing enthusiasm for war. Even such a 
strong Tory as Lord Robert Cecil has 
denounced the holding of the Ascot races, 
and the Morning Post, the especial organ 
of aristocracy, expresses disgust at the 
idea of running the Derby this year. 
Lioyd-George’s “ veiled menace” of the 
stricter supervision of the drink traffic 
has been welcome almost as much by its 
old opponents as by the temperance advyo- 
cates. 

It is also a symptom of the spirit of the 
times that the papers contain long and 
strong letters on the question whether 
clergymen are not bound as much as the 
laity to enter the fighting lines.

HE United States is facing a crisis without parallel in its 

history since the signature of the declaration of inde- 
pendence. As 4@ Nation, we are less concerned with the 
European war itself, its causes, its course, than with 
its ending. Whatever the result of this war may be, 
whoever Wings it, whenever it ends, the victor will be 
able to threaten the United States, and, if he chooses, 
to challenge our supremacy in the western hemisphere. 
The motive for challenging it is already in existence; 
the power with which. to do so effectively will beyond 
doubt be in the victor’s hands. We have reached, in fact, 
a time in our national history when a momentous decision 
is to be made; one now attainable by careful thought and 
conscious deliberation, advisedly, wisely; one that is sure 
to be made later in the face of the crisis itself, hastily, 
hysterically and regrettably. 

Because the state of war in Euroep itself protects us 
at present from military and naval aggression, it is un- 
wise to infer that it will always do so; for the war proba- 
bly will destroy that close balance of power in Europe 
upon which our past immunity from European interference has in large 
measure rested, Because we have given no just cause for aggression, let us 
not assume that we may not be assailed; the example of Belgium should suffice 
all nations for at least a century. Because the belligerent nations today avow 
no intention to make War on us and no schemes involving ts, we are not 
necessarily safe; we have only to remember that all of them regard the present 
war as a War of self-defense on their own part and of unprovoked aggression 
upon that of their enemy. Whenever the end of the war comes, whatever 
the result, it will undoubtedly affect our political, military, and naval position 
in ways which will scarcely bé matters of indifference to us. Exactly what 
the effect will be only the circumstances of the victory itself can show. 

The lure which will In all probability entice the victor to the western 
hemisphere will be South America, 60 far as the United States is concerned, 
there can be only two victors in this war. With France, Russia, Austria, and 
the lesser nations, the United States will hardly be concerned. Only England 
and Germany are in a position to compete for the supremacy of the sea and 
for the control of the approaches to the western hemisphere. The Monroe 
doctrine is commonly understood to mean that the United States obligates 
itself to preserve intact the western hemisphere from Buropean aggression. 
With it the victor will inevitably clash. 

Although we need not doubt that the victor will come amd that he will 
be powerful enough to injure us, we need not conclude of necessity that we 
are in real danger, or that armament ig our true recourse. Elaborate arma- 
ment, undertaken solely to know that no one could hope to attack us with 
success, would be foolish; but it does not in the least follow that we are in 
danger because we are not ready to fight. On the other hand, disarmament 
proceeding from sené{mental pleas about the horrors of war would be tn- 
wise. There are conceivably real dangérs with which we can easily cope, the 
preparation for which it would be criminal] to neglect. Indeed, before we arm 
or conclude not to arm, let us count as nearly as we may the tost and view 
the probable consequences of one or the other. Whenever we do let us under- 
take it only after very general agreement as to its probabilities. If we main- 
tain the Monroe doctrine or espouse Pan-Americanism, begin building a mer- 
chant marine or strengthening the fleet and the army, let us establish before- 
hand exactly what ends we purpose to subserve by such means. If we decide 
oo the other hand that extensive armament is inexpedient, we must visualize 
with exceeding clearness before We come to our final conclusion what the 
exact consequences will be, and what policies, ambitions, or interests the de- 
gision will compel us to sacrifice. Obviously, to enounce certain policies and 
to neglect adequate armament tq maintain them can lead to but one result— 
national humiliation at the victor’s hands. 

~~ 

The hour for decision therefore has struck. We must know in the near 
future what our attitude is to be toward the European situation to be created 
by the ending of this war, as well as toward those probable developments 
of the war in the immediate future which may affect this country. To fail 
to reach a decision at this time will be to compel ourselves to renounce all 
the interests, policies, and ambitions which any degree of adequate prepara- 
tion would make it imperative to maintain or secure. Not to decide is to 
reach a negative decision as effectively as if it had been reached by delibera- 
tion. If we fail to grasp the requirements of our present or future position 
or to comprehend the probable current of international affairs, we shall simply 
throw away all opportunity of furthering or protecting the interests of the 
United States. We shall do so blindly, ignorant of what our true interests 


a. 


The United States has played an important and unique part in the history 
of nations, Dominion is ours, wealth almost beyond estimation, prosperity, 
cultivation, liberty, and for there inestimable boons we have paid no price 
in blood or in women’s tears. The foundation of our wealth and greatness 
lies in no sense in aggression, conquest, or spoliation. We owé all to the 
development of great natura] resources by the honest labor of sturdy men 
and women. Strong differences of opinion about national policy and the great 
moral issue of slavery compelled Our fathers to fight a long civil war; more 
than once we have been involved in foreign wars, while once or twice we 
have been hurried by unfortunate counsel into aggression. Such actions have 
been contrary to popular judgment, and have fortunately contributed little 
to our national position. We stand therefore In the cofigress of nations in 
an almost unique position as the only great nation which does not in large 
measure owe its present territory and international prominence to a series 
of aggressive conquests against its neighbors or inferiors. 

The majority of the people of the United States are resolved to play a 
dignified and disinterested part in this world war, to act if possible tn accord- 
ance with the highest ethical motives upon which national actions can be 
based. While they are not disposed to sacrifice essentials if once it is shown 
that they are truly essentials of the national welfare or of the national safety, 
they clearly deny that the ordinary premises of Puropean political action 
have any prima facie value for us. The people undoubtedly feel that we have 
today a unique opportunity to place in abeyance our own temporal and tem- 
porary interests in favor of disinterested action in furtherance of the highest 
ideals of the race. They would engrave our national name among those most 
aplendid on history’s roll. ; 

If they are insistent that the opportunity should not be thrown away, 
they are anxious not to be misled as to its true character. Even the least 
intelligent seem to apprehend instinctively that nobility of action is indis- 
solubly united to wisdom and discretion, and that to be sublime an action 
must be the result of a conscious choice between alternatives, and not merely 
the outcome of a headlong impetuosity which by good fortune stumbled across 
the truth. The American people prefer a generous part devoid of gain and 
even entailing loss to one which they know beforehand spells selfish agg 
gion or selfish conservation. 
What is now needed is not action, but that knowledge which must form 
the basis of intelligent action. Yet as a nation our past indifference to for- 
eign relations and international complications has been almost as marked as 
our disinterestedness and impartiality; the one no doubt has lent strength to 
the others. Today these traits make possible a temperance in action and a 
discretion in Judgment not possible in most European countries where primary 
interests and antipathies appear in the populace in the guise of passion and 
prejudice. There has never been a time when knowledge Was more impera- 
tive; there has never been a time when the people at large were more de- 
termined to acquire it. A gréat variety of policies are being waved insistently 
before their eyes, and immediate action demanded by vehement advocates. 
Rightly, the people have denied action and have sought adequate informa- 
tion. They will not be frightened into armament by alarmists, nor yet com- 
mitted to nonresistance without due consideration, despite the importunity 
and seal of idealists and pacifists, i 
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Flow is it possible to adopt a liberal and unselfish policy without endan- 
gering the national safety or risking more of its material well being than 
the frailty of the majority will endure? The task of reaching a decision upon 
the present interests of the United States and upon the policy best adapted to 
advance them is made dificult by the newness of the issue itself, for in reality 
we are facing a problem which has never before appeared in our history, to 
which the polivies and precedents of the past do not explicitly apply, and to 
which it may not be possible to adapt them successfully. We have had no 
primary interest in crystallizing our foreign policies around some great na- 
tional necessity comparable te the European need for the defense of the nation- 
al independence. ; 
In the past our interests have been secondary in importance, permissive 
rather than essential, issues whose desirability or inexpediency were by no 
means clear. Nor have these varied interests always been consistent with one 
another or complementary. No event has ever focused all of them at once 
before the nation and revealed their lack of coherence and essential relation- 
ship. Sometimes we have furthered one, sometimes another; again a third 
has received our attention. The present situation, therefore, which does focus 
at once all our Interests, has produced a new problem which compels us to com- 
prehend our lack of a primary interest, and, in the European sense, to grasp the 
diversity of our secondary interests and emphasite the importance of deciding 
between them. They cannot all be subserved at the same time, any more than 
we ean vote for disarmament and in the same breath reaffirm the Monroe 
doctrine, 
One of the most peculiar and in some respects one of the most annoying 
aspects of great crises is the insistence by most of the adherents of irrecon- 
cilable opinions that they alone are the true patriots who have their coun- 
try’s welfare at heart. There is a cheap jingoism always waving the “ bloody 
shirt” and shouting for war and armument without tn the least comprehending 
what the demand involves. There is, if anything, a more dangerous enemy of 
calm and discreet action tm the Variety of jingo who has robbed the name of 
patriot of all its finer and loftier connotations. He spurns as an imputation 
upon the honor of his ancestors the questioning of his country’s preparedness; 
he thrusts scornfully from him as unnecessary any impartial] inquiry into its 
history to discover whether or not the facts correspond with his suppositions. 
His bluster masks a very real ignorance ap4 af actual intellectual cowardice; 
for he is afraid his assumptions might not stand the test of examination and 
he fears to surrender them because he is not capable of imagining anything to 
substitute for them. 
Such “patriots” are not satisfied that our history should be glorious: they 
insist that it should be glorious according to certain preconceived notions 
about glory. The search for actual knowledee, the endeavor to reach a clear 
and wise decision after thoughtful consideration, should be recognized as the 
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marine will touch any of his liners, | 
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duty of patriotism, for by it alone can the true welfare of the country be

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Russia has been perfecting her military 
orgamization for ten years. The expan- 
sion was to come in the next two years. 
At the opening of the war she had only 
2,500,000 available troops. For two years 
she has been building factories to manu- 
facture ammunition and arme and these 
are now being rushed to completion. 

It was because Rusela was rebuilding, 
reorganizing, and was indulging im critt-

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During the progress of the Japanese 
war Germany thrust her commercial 
treaties upon St. Petersburg. Goods from 
Russia into Germany were taxed and 
German goods went under favorable 
terms into Russia, with the result that 
Russia has had a struggle now for ten 
years to keep her gold basis and her 
financial exchanges. 

It was Witte who was sent to Berlin 
to protest against this proposed treaty 
and secure more favorable terms. Witte 
made his protest and refused to accept 
the German demands Then suddenly 
he received peremptory orders from the 
czar to grant all the demands of Ger- 
many. The czar declared Russia was in 
no condition to have_trouble with Ger- 


within two years. Russia many months 
back proposed the discussion of new 
terms. Germany responded that the 
present treaty was satisfactory to her 
and she should call for ite renewal. 

This meant either further humiliation 
to Russia or war. Russia had already 
suffered the affront of being forced by 
Germany at the point of the bayonet to 
assent to the taking by Austria of Bosnia 


treaty of Berlin. Theczar realized many 


months ago that Russia must now fight 
for ft# commercial life. It would not, 
however, be ready for the war until 1916. 
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It was proposed last.January that the 
French government should consolidate 
its indebtedness and put the financial 
house in order by an issue of long term 
securities, but Caillaux opposed the pro- 
gram and defeated it for many months. 
This postponed the issue of the Balkan 
states’ loan. 

Today Caillaux is about the most hated 
man in France. 

The French loan just before the war 
was not a popular success. The reason is 
now obvious. It was sold short from 
othér European capitals who knew war 
was in the air. 

When a famous “ bear” operator re- 
appeared upon the Paris bourse after his 
return from Vienna, whence he had con- 
ducted his attack on the French loan, he 
was greeted with a storm of hisses. The 
French bourse is a government institu- 
tion and must support the credit of 
France and her allies. In Vienna they 
knew war was planned for the end of 
September even before the assassination 
of the Austrian crown prince at Serajevo, 
June 28. This event hastened but did not 
make the war. 

Nevertheless, instead of permitting the 
French banks to bring out the Balkan 
loans thereafter they allowed Turkey to 
come into the French market with a loan 
for £25,000,000, or 625,000,000 francs. 

Some people pleaded with the French 

authorities that this money would be 
used against France and that every franc 
would go to repay German loans, and it 
was. 
In this financial situation France was 
suddenly plunged into war, and while 
Germany and England have bee: raising 
money by the billion, the marvelous 
thing is that France has meade no public 
issue beyond one year notes but contin- 
ues to pay her bills in gold and that the 
exchanges are in her favor.

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BRAINS NEEDED 
BESIDES SPEED 
IN BASE RUNNING 


Good Stealer Must Be Abe to 
win In Duel of Wits wit 
Battery Men 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

Base running is not so much a matter of 
speed as it is a duel of wits between the 
runner and the opposing battery. The pop- 
ular impression seems to be that a sprin- 
ter who can do a century in Bernard We- 
fer’s time, or better, ought to lead any 
major league in purioining bases. In 
theory that is all right, but in practice 
the leading thief is as Mable to be some- 
body who would have trouble in covering 
100 “yards ‘in fourteen flat. Speed and 
brains combined always will lead: any 
league. ; 

To the lad in the public parks or the 
open lots playing on diamonds of regula- 
tion size, speed is a comparatively greater 
factor than brains, .because the distance 
is so great in proportion to the length of 
his legs that the methods of start and 
finish are of less relative value than abil- 
ity to get over the ground. But even the 
kid, if he aspires to greater things on the 
diamond, can increase his future ability 
by acquiring some of the real essentials 
of base running while in knickerbockers. 


Start and Finish Important. 

Two of these essentiais are the start 
and the finish. This is because there isn’t 
a speed merchant in the game fast enough 
to beat a perfectly handled baseball. It 
will take him longer to ,cover the ninety 
feet between bases than it will for the 
ball to travel from the pitcher’s hand to 
the catcher’s mitt and then to any base 
on the circuit, provided there is no time 
lost in handling the ball. 

There are lots of stolen bases creditcd 
to runners fortunate enough to be favored 
by luck. because the rule prescribes that 
the runner shall get credit for a steai 
every time he starts with the pitched ball 
and lands safely, no matter if the catcher 
does drop the ball or throw it wildly. But 
the real clean steal cannot be performed 
without a good start and a good finish. : 

Get Jump on Pitchers. 

The successful base runner learns to get 
the jump on the pitcher by guessing when 
to start with the beginning of the pitcher's 
motion. If he waits until the ball leaves 
the hurler’s hand he loses mighty valua- 
ble time. There are lots of pitchers 
against whom it is not safe to start with 
the beginning of the windup every time, 
because those pitchers have acquired the 
ability to deceive the runners by start- 
ing apparently to pitch while intending to 
throw to a base. 

Only a comparatively few hurlers mas- 
ter this “half balk’ so perfectly as 


often. Ed Walsh of the White Sox 
was one of the masters of this, but the 
average pitcher, if watched carefully, will 
be found to give some indication of his 
intention when he starts his “ motion.”’ 
The most frequent way of discovering 
the pitcher’s intent is by watching his 
feet, as the rule specifies that the slab- 
man must step toward the base before 
throwing the ball there or it will be a 
balk. 


Fast Men Not Always Best. 
There are fast players in the major 
leagues who never acquire this knowledge 
of when to start with the pitcher’s windup 
and there are slower runners who seem 
to know by instinct when to take a chance 
by leaving first base before the ball leaves 
the pitcher’s hands. The latter wil! be 
successful oftener than the former be- 
cause that additional fraction of a second 
is priceiess in base running. 

The finish is next in importance because’ 
a runner who can make a good slide into 
a base frequently will avoid being touched 
even when the ball reaches the baseman 

ahead of the runner. The good sliding 
‘base runner makes lots of trouble for the 

umpires because often he will elude being 
tagged amd land safely when every one 

in the grandstand thinks he is out. The 
umpire, being on top of the play, makes 
the correct decision ninety-nine times 
out of 100, but the fans just as often be- 
lieve the umpire is blind or crooked be- 

cause the spectators do not allow for the 

foxiness of the runners. 


Discard Head First Slide. 

In olden days base runners used to slide 
head first trying to slide wide of the base- 
man and grab the base with their hands. 
But the basemen met this by blocking the 
way to the base so completely that the 
runner could not reach it with his arm 
or hand, often spiking the opponent. 
Then the runner adopted the feet first 
slide so that he could cut the baseman 
with his spikes if blocked off completely. 

That was fighting fire with fire. But the 
feet first slide is a dangerous thing to the 
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slider unless properly executed. If the 
runner goes straight against a bag, feet 
first, he will hit it hard unless he slows 


curely that the impact is likely to break 
an ankle or a leg. In fact, it has broken 
several valuable legs whose owners had 
not learned better. 

Hook Slide Is Best. 

The proper way is to use the hook slide, 
throwing the body away froin the base. 
man and the base, then extending one 
leg #0 as to hook the foot under the bag 
and thereby insure not oversliding it. 
By watching the baseman the runner 
usually can tell something about where 


Never should @ runner who hag start- 
ed to make a feet first slide change 
his mind. This sometimes is done 
when the runner sees that a siide is 
not necessary because the throw is wild 
or the ball is muffed. Almost invaria- 
bly the runner will hurt himself if he 
attempts to keep his feet and make a 
sudden stop after starting to slide. His 
only safety in such case is to overrun the 
base and take a chance, but unless cer- 
tain he can make another base by not 
sliding it is best to finish the slide when 
once it has been started. 


Few Try to Steal Third. 
Base running efforts in the majority of 
cases are directed at stealing from first 


comparatively infrequent, and only once 
in @. great while is an effort made to steal 
from third home, then only in desperate 
emergencies, unless the runner is crazy. 
It always has been a mystery to the 
writer why more runners did not steal 
from second to third.

HERE are » the fighting men of 
A the past, the boys who belonged 
to the ** panhandling ” clan sim- 
ply because they Gi not have 
any idea of the value of a dollar? 
Glancing back through the pages of box- 
ing history reveals the fact that the old 
timers were spenders. They were men 
who knew nothing and cared nothing for 
anything but fighting. The financial re- 
wards they received for their services 
never were used to feather the nest of the 
future. They made a lot of money and 
they let it slip through their fingers, never 
once giving a theught to the fact that 
they could not last forever as boxers. 
That type has been swallowed up in 
time, for today the members of the box- 
ing profession may be termed business 
men, and good ones at that. 


Ring a Stepping Stone. 

The ring of today ts simply considered 
a stepping stone to something better. 
Perhaps no better example can be offered 
than the case of Willie Ritchie, the for- 
mer lightweight champion of the world. 
Ritchie suddenly loomed as a comer in 
the fighting game about three years ago, 
when he substituted for Ad Wolgagt 
against Freddie Weiesh in.@ twenty round 
bout at Los Angeles. He lost the deci- 
sion, but put up @ Sight that gave him 
much prestige. He didn’t get much 
money from that battle, and he didn't get 
a great deal of kale from his ring efforts 
until he later won the title from Wolgast 
on a foul. 

For a little more than one year the 
San Francisco boy held the title, and 
in that time he fought only a few bat- 
tles, for which he demanded big money 
and got it. Willie nimseif says that he 
piled up more than $100,000 while he was 
the title holder. That money today » 
invested in real estate in San Francisco, 
and Willie eays that he has one building 
there which will stand as a monument to 
the once lightweight champion. 


Wants to Regain Title. 

Not long ago, when Ritchie was itn Chi- 
cago for a short stay, he had a few things 
to say about the fighting game which indi- 
cate the difference between the fighter 
of the past and the present time. 

* I’ve made all the money that I want 
or need out of the fighting game,” said 
Ritchie, “ and I want’ to get out of it for 
all time. I'm still young and capable of 
fighting for several years yet, but J do 
rot love to fight so well as all that. 

“I could stop right now but for one 
thing, and that is pride. When Freddi¢ 
Welsh took the title away from me in 
London I believed I had been robbed, and

quit the ring I want to defeat this same 
Welsh and regain the lightweight cham- 
pionship. If I do that I will have done 
something that no other lightweight ever 
has done.

Then the other fellows can 
go and fight it out for the title among 
themselves.”’ 


McFarland Earns His Pile. 

But Ritchie is only one of many of the 
present day scrappers who by their thrift 
have become financially independent. 
Packey McFarland, the Chicago boy who 
for years has been considered the clever- 
est lightweight in the business, has piled 
up more “iron men” than has Willie 
Ritchie; and incidentally he has been abie 


to do so despite the fact that he never has | 


been a champion. 

It ie perfectly safe to say that McFar- 
land is worth more than a quarter of a 
million dollars. Heis some business man. 
He has invested a lot of the money he 
won in the ring in a brewery in Joliet, Ill. 
He recently was appointed a director of 
the brewery, and his investment is bring- 
ing in big returns. In addition to the 
brewery business Packey has several 
éther irons in the fire, some of his money 
being in real estate in Chicago. 

Packey has not had a ring battle fora 
long time, but he is hankering for a 
chance to make one fight and, strangely 
enough, Packey is anxious to hook up 
with the same boy Ritchie wants to de- 
throne as a champion—Freddie Welsh. 


Gibbons Buys Real Estate. 

Up in St. Paul there is that clever 
“ Phantom,” Mike Gibbons, who is clean- 
ing up financially. Gibbons is another 
thrifty person and it is said that he has 
saved nearly all of the money he has 
made in the ring. Mike is showing that 
he is clever as a business man as well as 
at fighting, for most of his money has 
been invested in real estate in the north- 
west, where it is claimed a boom Is ex- 
pected at any time. 

Freddie Welsh, the world’s lightweight 
champion, is certainly pulling off a stunt 
as champion that is wortliy of admire- 
tion. For nine years the clever Britisher 
fought everybody, including champions, 
but his efforts to gain the title were fruit- 
less. In all those nine years he did not 
make much coin; but all the time he was 
knocking at the championship door. 
Finally, when he had reached the age of 
29 yeare, his chance came, that chance 
being the meeting with Willie Ritchie in 
London. When he was awarded the de- 
cision and the title he had gained a well 


earned reward. ;

It is hard to tel just 
why this fact seems to be 60 surpris- 
ing. Brilliantly colored textiles have 
long been used in floor coverings and 


~ painted woodwork has been recognized 


for years. But can you picture to your- 
self (with complacency) a blue or green 
or red floor? 

The fad found ite vaatiatng almost a 
year ago when the rage was felt for 
black and white decoration. The ceil- 
ings and floors were then made black. 
From black they turned to gray and 
from gray to any one of the component 
parts of gray. The color is produced 
in a variety of ways. Some floors are 
sand papered and then stained ash clor, 
green, cherry, or brown. ‘They are then 
waxed and polished after the regular 
Manner of good oak floors. Others are 
frankly painted. Some are even fur- 
ther paint bedecked with convention-. 
alized wreaths of flowers or cubist look- 
ing borders. They may be as beauti- 
ful or as hideous as the fancy dictates.

The mother 
who cad afford it uses a silk finished flan- 
nel for petticoats and wrappers, but there 
are nice grades of French flannel, wool 
and cotton mixtures, or even outing fian- 
nef that give plenty of warmth. 

Por a best coat at this season bengaline 
or faille silk, Hned with China silk, is the 
pest choice, but a much less costly coat 
can be made of white Bedford cord or fine 
wrench cachemire, lined with China silk. 
The unlined piqué coats, both short and 
jong, Should always be included in a 
gpring layette. Get a fine ribbed, soft 
piqué—a nice grade wili cost about 35 
cents a yard, and two yards of material 
the coat, or two and a half if 
used. Make the cape detach- 

buttonholes in its neck band 
buttons under the coat collar. 

Many mothers do not get the coat with 
the layette. Often itis a gift. The same 
nolds good of little sacques, kimonos, 
caps, socks, and bootees. One or at the 
most two of each of these articles is a 
sificient first supply. As baby’s head 
grows rapidly, to have a number of caps 
will tempt the young mother to allow her 
child to wear a cap that is too small. 

There are various baby sets that con- 
tals patterns for an entire layette. Choose 
one that has the simplest lines and few- 
est seatns. Remember, no matter how 
well you can afford elaboration, abso- 


jute simplicity, the elimination of useless .

tucks, ruffles, and puffs formerly pop- 
wer is now the rule.

A baby’s layette which can eas- 
ily be made at home. Fall direc- 
tions are found in the accompany- 


terial uheded for each garment, also ex- 
plicit directions for makiog. In making 
an infant outfit it is always a good plan 
to buy the materials in quantity, as by 
careful cutting there is little loss of ma- 
terials. Cut out all of one kind of gar- 
ment at once and lay the parts neatly 
together. A nice quality of silky, soft 
finished nainsook, thirty-six inches wide, 
can be bought by the twelve yard piece for 
$1.50, and long cloth for petticoats will 
cost about the same. 

Many mothers prefer to make all the 
undergarments, white petticoats, night 
dresses, and the everyday slips of the soft 
finished nainsook and the better dresses 
of batiste or handkerchief linen. One 
can cut about six dreses from a twelve 
yard piece. Both dresses and slips should 
be not more than twenty-six inches long 
—the petticoats about an inch shorter. 

It is not necessary to make all the baby 
ciothes by hand, but at least the neck, 
armholes, and wrists should be i.nished 
with hand sewing. as it is more pliable. 
The dress and petticoat side seams can be 
run the first time by machine, the raw 
edges trimmed, then turn over and hem 
flat by hand. 

An easily made slip is made in one piece 
with a row or two of shirring around the 
necks and the sleeve gathered into a nar- 
row casing to match the neck. The bot- 
tom is finished ina three inch hem. These 
slips and nightdresses are often used in- 
terchangeably. Where greater daintiness 


is liked the neck, wristband, and bottom 


. of the hem may be briar stitched. Fasten 


down the back with tiny buttons, making 
the opening six inches long, either 
hemmed or faced back. ~~ ~ A

The better petticoats may 
have the edge finished in a hand embroid- 
ered scallop. 

A moderate layette should include ten 
slips, four day dresses, six flannel petti 
coats, two being hand embroidered; six 
flannel] banda four shirts (these are best 
bought;.a nice grade can be had for 5 
cents apiece), four dozen diapers, three 
pairs of socks, a long flanmel wrapper 
made over a kimono pattern, a short flan- 
nel sacque and a knit one, and six bibs. 

Cotton bird’s-eye is considered the best 
meterial to use for diapers. These usu- 


ally measure thirty-six inches square. A} 


piece of the cotton costing about $1 will 
make a dozen. Finish on the ends with 
narrow hems. 

Among the accessortes of a layette are 
a wrapping blanket to cover the baby 
completely before and after his bath. 
This is made of soft elderdown, with the 
edges finished in a loose buttonhole stitch 
in white crocheting cotton.

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Sigismond Stojowski, a Polish pianist, 
teacher in a local conservatory, pupil of 
Paderewski, and a composer, gave a con- 
cert of his own works In Carnegie hall on 
Monday, The compositione presented 
were a symphony in D minor, a ‘cello con- 
certo, and the musician's second piano 
copecerto, A flat, opus 32. The symphony 
was written in 1000 and won a prize of- 
fered by Mr. Paderewski for Polish com- 
posers) The ‘cello concerto was heard 
for the first time on any platform. The 
Piano concerto had its first hetring at a 
concert of the London Symphony orches- 
tra in June, 1918, Arthur Nikisch con- 
ducting, and the at the piano. 

All three of the compositions published 
in no uncertain manner the soundness of 
Mr. Stojowski’s training as a musician. 
His handling of form showed ease and 
power, while his employment of the or- 
chestra exhibited not only the now usual 
technical skill, but taste and even fancy. 
The symphony is a dignified composition 
which reaches no great heights and is 
distinguished chiefly by a clever and 
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pleasing scherzo. The ‘cello concerto ts 
in one movement of four sections built 
on three principal themes, its formal 
structure is interesting, but it isnot thor- 
oughly grateful to the player. It was 
admirably performed by Willem Willeke 
the ‘cellist of the Kneisel quartet. 


The piano concerto proved to be the 
most pleasing of the three compositions, 
though not as strongly conceived nor 
firmly made as the sympony. But Mr, 
Stojowski’s skill in writing for the piano 
and the excellence of the set of variations 
which constitute the final movement pro- 
vided matter of much interest to the hear- 
er. The orchestra was the Philharmonic, 
Josef Stransky conducting. 


The Kneisel quartet performed Arnold 
Schoenberg‘s early sextet at its Tuesday 
evening concert. This work, in D minor. 
Schoenberg's opus 4, had never been given 
here before, but it is safe to say that it 
will be heard again. It has none of the 
peculiarities of the Viennese musician's 
later productions. A music lover brought 
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up on Mozart and Beethoven can listen 
to it without amazement or repugnance, 
provided, of course, he does not give any 
attention to the program.

Chureh but also against the Greco-Latin 
ions of which Romanism was then 
the great exponent. 


F BANCE, by means of the Revolytion, 
accomplished in European polities the 
same change that the Reformation accom- 
plished in religion: to the principle of 
— authority which, up to that time, was the 
ruling power of all nations, it has opposed the principle 
of liberty; has proclaimed that it is not man who — 
should belong to and be part of the State, but that the 
State should belong to and be part of the man. 
Thus the France of today aspires to that extreme 
liberty by which and through which every man feels 
himself not the servant but the master of the State 
and which appears to civilizations older than the 
ag the most monstrous and frightful disorder. 
n France the most ignorant and humble laborer 
believes in his right to eriticize and appraise all 
authorities and all laws; and from generation to 
generation he learns to exercise this right with ever 
increasing ardor and boldness. The force that gov- 
erns the Democratie Republic is Public Opinion —\ 
the opinion of the majority, left entirely to itself, 
without external limitations of any kind. Therefore, 
although the French are a warlike people, the Govern- 
ment could never have prepared nor thrust upon the 
nation a war of aggression. 

But the spirit of tradition, the sense of moderatior 
and authority which are gradually weakening in politics 
in France, are on the contrary, becoming stronger in the 
/ family, in customs, in social life, in ideas, in eulture. 

cS France, today, is a country where — in spite of its immense 
= wealth — a great part of the people maintains the simple habits of 
old times, and considers thrift and saving a virtue. Like Germany, it 
does not curb its enthusiasm before colossal; but generally prefers 
quality to quantity. 

Progressing to England, one finds ay entirely different situation. 
England, too, has had its part-~—-a very great one-—in the gigantic upheaval 
which has shaken the cornerstones of civilization. 


ENGLAND — through her initiative — must be attributed the industrial rev- 
olution, which, by means of steam-driven machinery, brought about the modern 
triumph of quantity over quality. When men possessed no other instruments 
than those which their hands, or the power of animals, could move, they were able 
to manufacture things of beauty and excellence, but in small quantities only — 
which explains how and why, in former times, economy was rded as a virtue 
and prodigality a vice. The production of wealth being slow and difficult, man 
could not be expected or obliged to consume and spend lavishly. When, however, 
by means of steam and machinery, men succeeded in rapidly producing immense 
quantities of goods — even of inferior quality — they became, little by little, less 
exacting about the beauty and substance of things, but considered it a duty to con- 
sume larger quantities. Henee the madness for work and enjoyment which gives ° 
no rest to Europe nor to America. . 
England, like Germany and unlike France, is a country where everybody, from 
noble to working man, believes it to be a social duty to make and spend as much 
money as possible: where all the efforts of education and public opinion tend to 
multiply the necessities and commodities of life. More slowly and with less bold- 
ness than France, England is transforming the State into an Institution entirely 
human, subject only to the opinion and will of the people. Proof of this is shown 
in the hatred that has possessed England against Prussian Militarism — the antip- 
athy felt by a people becoming more and more democratic toward a people still 
chained to the autocratic and ancient forms and ceremonies of government by 
divine right. Intellectually England is extremely conservative, in marked contrast 
to Germany. There is no country in the world where it is more difficult to make 
changes in books, tastes, ideas, methods. Whenever I come in contact with the 
intelleetual life of England I seem to be journeying backward toward the old 
Europe which, in continental eyes, has been dead for centurics. 


v 
RUSssiA, on the contrary, is wide-awake intellectually though sound asleep re- 
ligiously and politically. The Russian Church desires change in nothing; in 
its rules nor its rights, its principles, not even in the style of its arts. Religious 
pictures must, even today, be painted in the style of six centuries ago. Political 
traditions are slavishly observed in Russia, perhaps more because of the enormous, 
slow working machinery of the Government, than through any sincere t for 
the accomplishments of preceding generations. There is an error, widely diffused, 
in the statement that the more absolute a Government, the stronger it is. Gen- 
erally speaking, in Governments where the State apparently depends upon the will 
of one person Only, no one really commands or governs; routine is the 
Consequently it is not surprising that the evolution of ideas and political statutes 
roceeds but slowly in Russia, even though, outside of 08 sm polities, the 
ussian spirit is perhaps the most undisciplined, most anarehical, most intolerant 
of rules and traditions, most greedy for modernity, in all Europe. In this it 
excels even Germany. She absorbs with avidity all the philosophies, all the 
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political doctrines, all the artistie schools, even the 
most extravagant; like Germany, she goes in pursuit 
of everything new, she admires all that is modern arid 
believes that, because it is modern, it must be perfect, 
or at least better than the old. 

Not knowing how to select, she accepts and absorbs 
everything indiscriminately, being in this the exact 
opposite of France and the French spirit, which has 
- @ genius for selection. 


T*HERE remain Turkey and Japan. Generally 
-& when a war breaks out in Europe between a 
Christian and a Moslem power — whichever it may 
be — it is spoken of as a conflict between civilization 
and barbarism. Even the friends of Turkey have 
never hesitated to acknowledge that Turkey has, for 
a long time, represented barbarism, punctiliously ob- 
stinate in the conviction of her military prestige, 
ready to defend with her last drop of blood her one 
ppeining possession in Europe. No one seems to 
reflect that were the war between the Crescent and 
the Cross simply a war between civilization and bar- 
barism it would have been brought to an end long ago. 

- Barbarism has always been conquered by civilization, 
and, even after the fiercest military triumphs, it has 
rapidly, quietly, almost insensibly become its pupil. 
Turkey does not possess and never can acquire a high 
hilosophical and judicial culture similar to that of 
pe; but the Turk is as fanatically patriotic as he 

was two centuries ago, owing to the strength of his 
ie religion. Wherever Islamism has existed, however, 
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it has been an insuperable barrier against the ani- 
mating spirit of the liberal, industrial, individualistic 
civilization of Europe and America. 

A convincing proof of this is shown in Japan. 
Half a century ago Japan was a military theocracy 
founded upon the same principles on which the Turk- 
ish Empire rests: yet Seen is Europeanized much 


more than is Turkey. The semi-religious devotion to . 


the Emperor and the heroic sentiments of ancient 
times have not yet fully disappeared. But Japan has 
meanwhile learned how to adapt and assimilate Amer- 
ico-European culture and mechanical industry. She 
has not had to struggle against the insuperable re- 
sistance of a religion so firm in maintaining its old 
moral principles,,as is Islamism. 


| HAVE not touched upon Austro-Hungary. And 

why? Because Austro-Hungary is not one nation 
only; it is a State that has gathered under one ruler 
peoples of diverse races, languages, religions. Each 
of these peoples ‘has different tendencies which at 
times blend, at others conflict. It would therefore 
be impossible to make a brief summary of the essen- 
tial characteristics of the moral and social life of the 
Empire for the reason that it does not possess one 
soul only. 

To summarize the fundamental causes of this war: 
The European nations engaged in it, have lost that 
sense of moderation which is essential to curb the lust 
for power and wealth, and to convince them that 
nothing is impossible to their will, to their energy, to

Sarah also 
earns more money than any single 
individual except Patti, though her 
honorarium is not as large as some 
of the singers; but Sarah often ap- 
pears as many as ten times a week, 
whereas Patti never sang more than 
three times in a similar period. 
Sarah,, however, saves nothing from 
her vast earnings, whereas Patti is 
worth several millions, and her pos- 
sessions in the way of jewels are the 
most valuable ever accumulated by 
a stage celebrity! 


F STRICTLY American attrac- 

tions, playing at ordinary the- 
ater prices, “Ben-Hur” holds the rec- 
ord in very many respects. This play 
is now in its twelfth year and it still 
can draw $30,000 in a single week;

The more one people 
or nation has felt convinced of its own 
supremacy the more it has regarded all 
others with hostility ; and these others, 
in their turn, believing themselves its 
equal or even superior, have naturally 
placed stubborn obstructions-in the path 
of Germany. 

The dissimilarities noted between the
